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ACCUSES DR. W. T. SCHEELE 





MR. BROOKE SAYS HE TALKED 
ABOUT “ FIXING ” FLEMING CASE,

im Answer to Questions That Would 
Prove Most Damaging, the Chem- 
ist Shouts, “It’s a Lie! "—Looked 
as if There Might Be a Personal 
Encounter—Dr. O'Sullivan De- 
nounces His Opponent and Ques- 
tions His Good Faith. 


The trial of Mary Alice Almont Fleming 
for the murder of her mother, Evalina M. 
Bliss, reached a dramatic crisis yesterday 
afternoon, when Charles W. Brooke, senior 
counsel for the defense, charged Dr. Wal- 


ter T. Scheele, the expert chemist, who 
claimed originally to have found evidence 
of the poisoning of Mrs. Bliss, with hav- 
ing so “fixed matters” that Mrs. Fleming 
would be found guilty of the murder, 
whether she committed it or not. 

Dr. Scheele, who, under direct examina- 
tion, testified to having found arsenic in 
the stomach of Mrs. Bliss, in the sediment 
taken. from the bottom of the pitcher al- 
leged to have held the poisoned clam chow- 
der, and in other substances submitted to 
him for chemical analysis, was under cross- 
examination by Mr. Brooke, when the 
charge was made. 

“Do you know where the Harbor Hotel, 
in Whitehall Street, is?” asked Mr. 
Brooke, suddenly. The witness said he did. 

“Is Mr. Hopper in court?” *asked Mr. 
Brooke. 

A stout, dark man, with a black mus- 
tache, and wearing eyeglasses, stood up in 
the back of the courtroom. He said he was 


Albert H. Hopper. 

“Did you have a conversation with Mr. 
Hopper on April 15, 1896, about this case? ’”’ 

** No, Sir.” 

Mr. Brooke asked the witness if he had 
said to Mr. Hopper on that date in the 
Harbor Hotel that the mistake he had al- 
Ways made was in being on the side of 
the defense, in.tead of the prosecution; 
that he had rectified it in the present in- 
stance: that the prosecution had behind it 
the great engine of the police force, and 
that he was going to make a reputation out 
of this case which would enable him to go 
home to Germany and ‘live well under the 
autocratic institutions of Government 
which he had always admired. 

“Did you say,” continued Mr. Brooke, 
raising his voice to its strongést pitch, “ ‘I 
told Dr. O’Sullivan that the only thing for 
him to do was to come over to our side, 
as there was no hope for Mrs. Fleming?’ 
end did you say: ‘My reputation hinges on 
this case. With me, it ig not a quéstion 
of whether she is guilty or not. I have 
so fixed matters that she will be found 
guilty whether she did it or not. I will get 
a great deal of merit out of this case. Let 
me tell you, under the seal of professional 
confidence, that things are fixed in this 
case’?”’ 

A peculiar shade of grayness appeared 
beneath the florid skin of Dr. Scheele’s 
face as the words of this question con- 
tinued to roll out. He had scarcely time to 
say, ‘No, Sir,” when Dr. O'Sullivan burst 
forth: 

“The infamy of such a suggestion is 
worthy of the author of it.” 

Mr. Brooke said he had made no refer- 
ence to Dr, O’Sullivan. 

“Do you remember,” said Mr. Brooke, 
“asking the proprietor of the hotel to go 
up stairs that night to be introduced to 
two women?” 

“It’s a lie!’ shouted the witness, jump- 
ing out of his chair. The court attendant 
who has charge of the witness chair ad- 
vanced from behind as if to catch Dr. 
Scheele if he made any attempt to spring 
at Mr. Brooke. There was a moment of 
intense excitement, while no one knew 
what might happen, and Dr. Scheele then 
sat down again. 

“Mr. Hopper, come forward,” said Mr. 
Brooke. Mr. Hopper had advanced to the 
lower end of the jury box when the Re- 
eorder broke in: 

“Go back, Sir; we want -no spectacular 
business here.” 

Mr. Hopper resumed his seat. Mr. Brooke 
began again: 

“Did you not say, ‘I am tired standing 
at the bar,’ and did you not ask this gen- 
tleman to come up stairs, and was not the 
Fleming case discussed again and again, 
and did you not say, when one of the wo- 
men charged you with being a woman 
hater, ‘This woman has got to die—I have 
her guilty, and she has got to die’ ?” 

“It’s a lie!” said the witness, 
calmly. 

Mr. Brooke asked Dr. Scheele if he had 
met a man named Leichler on May 27, 1896, 
at Ridgewood, and if he had not then told’ 
this man that Mrs. Fleming must be con- 
victed, and that if she were not there were 
papers made out charging her with having 
poisoned five other persons. 

The witness denied having made such 
statements. 

Mr. Brooke then read out a long list of 
persons, many of whom lived in Hoboken, 
and asked Dr. Scheele if he knew them. 
Dr. Scheele replied that he knew some of 
them, and that he did not know the others. 

Mr. McIntyre said that he wished to repel 
any insinuations that had been made which 
affected the District Attorney’s office. 

Mr. Brooke said that he had made no in- 
Binuations against any one but the witness, 
He withdrew in the fullest and most com- 
plete manner any application which his re- 
marks might seem to have to any member 
of the District Attorney’s staff engaged in 
this case, including Dr. O'Sullivan, for 
whom he had the highest respect. 

“TI would accept the withdrawal of these 
imputations,’”’ said Dr. O’Sullivan, “if I be- 
lieved they were made in good faith. But 
Mr. Brooke has already said that I sought 
the blood of this woman. I will say fur- 
ther that Mr. Brooke, of all men, ought to 
know that I am in this case from con- 
scientious motives, and that if I were not 
convinced beyond all doubt that this wo- 
man is guilty, under no consideration would 
I be on this side of the case.”’ 

“ Give me an exception to these remarks 
on the record,” shouted Mr. Brooke. “ Of 
themselves, they would cause a reversal of 
any case before the Court of Appeals.” 

The Recorder looked severely at Dr. 
O'Sullivan, and then announced the ad- 
journment of the court until Monday morn- 
ing. He turned to the members of the jury 
and warned them not to let the remarks of 
counsel dwell upon their minds, and not to 
form any opinion of the guilt or innocence 
of the defendant until they had retired to 
consider the verdict” He particularly cau- 
tioned them not to talk to others or allow 
others to talk to them about the case. 

The force of this attack on Dr. Scheele’s 
character and credibility as a witness lies 
fin the fact that all the articles and sub- 
stances on or in which arsenic was found 
were at one time or another within his 
reach, though in some cases only for a few 
moments. The contents of the stomach in 
which Prof. Mott found thirteen grains of 
arsenic were in Dr. Scheele’s laboratory for 
three days. It was at Dr. Scheele’s sug- 
gestion and with his active personal as- 
gistance that Acting Inspector McCullagh 
secured Mrs. Fleming’s effects in the - 
lonial Hotel. 

The second episode in yesterday’s proceed- 
ings in the trial which would have been

-Brooke’s unsuccesful attempt to get the 
rs) nal report of the chemical analysis 
made of Mrs. Bliss’s stomach by Dr. Scheele. 
This report was given by the witness to 
Coroner O’ Meagher “oy 6, 1895—seven days 
after Mrs. Bliss’s death. 

Mr. Brooke first handed Dr. Scheele a 
typewriten copy of the original report, 
made, as terward appeared, in Mr. 
Brooke’s office from Dr. Scheele’s manu- 
script. He asked the witness if he recog- 
nized it. 

Dr. Scheele Jooked slowly over the type- 
written pages and seemed at a loss what 
answer to make. The Recorder said at 
this juncture that it would take the witness 
an hour to read it.

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CANNOT SERVE FREE LUNCHES. 





Ruling by the Appellate Division Un- 
der the Raines Law. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court decided yesterday that the section of 
the Raines liquor-tax law which forbids 
the serving of free luncheons in saloons is 
Constitutional. 

The question was raised on the appeal of 
Benjamin Bassett, arrested for violation of 
the new liquor law, from an order of Jus- 
tice Beekman dismissing a writ of habeas 
corpus. Bassett was bartender for Ben- 
jamin W. Singer at 1,149 Broadway. Po- 
liceman McVea of the West Thirtieth 
Street Police Station arrested him for 
serving free lunch on April 1, and City 
Magistrate Crane, sitting in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, held him for trial. 

Guggenheimer, Untermeyer & Marshall 
made the appeal for Bassett, and argued 
that the free-lunch section of the new law 
is unconstitutional, because it interfers with 
the liberty of a man doing what he pleases 
with his own property. It was also ar- 
gued that, as Singer was carrying on his 
saloon under a license granted under the 
old law, the provisions of the new law did 
not apply to him. 

The opinion, in denying the appeal, over- 
rules both points taken by counsel. It says: 


The license granted to the appellant, and 
which was in force when the new act took 
effect, did not, directly or indirectly, either au- 
thorize him to sell or give away food upon the 
premises. He acquired no right by virtue of 
that license, except te engage in the saie of 
liquor to be drunk on the premises during por- 
tions of each day, except Sunday. 

There can be no doubt of the power of the 
Legislature to regulate the traffic in liquor. 
Neither the liberty nor the property of this 
relator was at all interfered with by the pro- 
vision prohibiting him from using the_ prem- 
ises in which he sold liquor for the gratuitous 
distribution of food. He could give away all 


the. food he pleased at other piaces. Neither 
his liberty to do what he pleased with his 
food, nor his property in the food itself, or 


power of distribution of it was at all interfered 
with. All that was included in the provision 
was that these premises, used at the time for 
the sale of liquor, whether under a license or 
under the authority contained in the act for 
the payment of the tax, should not be used at 
the same time for the giving away of food to 
be there eaten. 

Justice Ingraham wrote the opinion, in 
which three other Justices concurred. Pre- 
siding Justice Van Brunt dissented, but 
wrote no opinion. ; 





PASSENGER TOOK PRUSSIC ACID. 


Supposed Mistake Causes Death of a 
Traveler on the St. Paul. 


There was a death of a passenger on 
board the American Line’ steamship St. 
Paul, which arrived from Southampton yes- 
terday. It was supposed to have been due 
to a mistake on the part of the traveler. 
The officers of the ship were reticent about 
the affair. 

The name of the passenger appears on 
the salooh list as C. Murray. He was the 
last to secure passage before the vessel 
sailed, and was the last to go on board be- 
fore the lines were cast off. He was as- 
signed to a stateroom with Major F. Har- 
vert, who was also among the last to se- 
cure passage. 

Mr. Murray, it seems, was subject to sea- 
sickness, and to guard against that malady 
he took with him a bottle containing a 
specific. He had no occasion to use it un- 
til the night of June 3, when the ship ran 
into a heavy, confused swell, which caused 
her to roll and pitch in the sickening way 
a ship behaves when laboring in a lumpy 
sea. 

Mr. Murray retired to his stateroom 
early, and was seen no more alive. When 
the steward went to awaken him the next 
morning,. the man was found dead in his 
berth. Near him was a bottle of prussic 
acid, which he had extracted from _ his 
traveling case, and which closely resembled 
the medicine for sea sickness, which was 
found untouched. It was supposed that he 
had made a mistake, and had taken the 
poison instead of the remedy. 

Mr. Murray was unknown to any of the 
other passengers. To all appearance, he 
was a wealthy Englishman, and it was be- 
lieved that he was on a pleasure trip to 
this country. The body was placed in a 
coffin and brought to this port. It will be 
turned over to the British Consul, who will 
make inquiries as to its disposition. 





Three Hurt in Trolley Collision, 


Three persons were injured in a collision be- 
tween trolley cars on the Nassau Electric Rail- 
road at Rogers and Newkirk Avenues, Brooklyn, 
shortly befcre noon yesterday. Trolley Cars 176 
and 144 were in collision, owing, it is said, to 
the carelessness of the motorman on one of the 
ears. The conductor lost his hat and ran back 
to get it. His motorman, reversing the power, 
sent the car back also, and in doing so smashed 
into the car following. Mrs. E. Merriles of 


Sheepshead Bay was slightly injured, G. Gal- 
lagher of 366 East Tenth Street, this city, was 
slightly injured, and Peter Ridden of 240 North 
Second Street, Brooklyn, received contusions of 
the thign. He was removed to St. John’s Hos- 
pital, and the others went home, after an am- 
bulance surgeon had dressed their wounds. The 
motorman and conductor were arrested. 





Brooklyn Boy Killed by Trolley. 
Antonio Caproso, ten years old, of 903 Gates 


Avenue, Brooklyn, while playing in front of his 
father’s store, at the above address, jumped on 
the rear of a trolley car, and in jumping off fell 
in front of car 1602 of the Greene and Gates 
Avenue line. He was instantly killed. When his 
father, .who is a shoemaker, learned of his 
death, he began to rave and tore his shirt off his 
back. The boy’s mother fainted when she saw 
his body lying in the store dead. An ambulance 
Was summoned, and she was taken to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, where she is in a dangerous condition. 
Isaac H. Cocks, the motorman, was arrested on 
a charge of manslaughter.

The night be- 
fore her departure she sp at Naegeli’s Hotel 
in Hoboken. After the ship had sailed one of 
the hotel chambermaids, in turning over the 
mattress of the bed she had occupied, found a 
white skirt. In it were wrapped articles of 
jewelry and diamonds to the value of x 
They were given to the proprietor of the 
hotel, who cabled Mrs. Eartholomae, and 
the message was awaiting her on her arrival on 
the other side. A cablegram was received from 
Mrs. Bartholomae yesterday directing what to 
do with the jewelry, and to give the girl $200 
for her honesty. 





Fires in Flathouse Letter Boxes. 


The police of the West One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth Street Station are investigating two 
suspicious fires in neighboring flat houses in 
Harlem early yesterday morning. In each case 
the fire started. in a letter box. The first fire 
was at 314 West One Hundred and Nineteenth 
Street, where no damage was done.

THEY THINK PLATT HAS A SCHEME 
TO DEFEAT THEIR MAN. 





Col, Heath Says the New-York Boss 
Has Arranged for a Conference of 
Anti-McKinleyites at St. Louis 
Monday—He Is Alarmed at Indica- 
tions of an “ Underhand” Scheme 
to Prevent the Ohio Man’s Nomi- 


nation. 4 


Str. Louis, June 5.—Col. Perry Heath, ex- 
journalist of Cincinnati and just now avant 
courier of the McKinley finvasion of St. 
Louis, is in deep anxiety to-night over what 
he forcibly denominates an “ underhand”’ 


attempt to defeat the Ohioan’s nomination. 

He names Thomas C. Platt of New-York 
as director of the anti-McKinley move. He 
says Platt has given out the information 
publicly that he will not be in St. Louis 
until next Wednesday, when all the other 
leaders are expected here, but that pri- 
vately he has notified all those members of 
the committee who are-supposed to be 
bound to McKinley that he will be here 
Monday morning and “ would like to meet 
them in private conference for the discus- 
sion of business of very vital importance to 
the party.” 

One of the committeemen thus written 
to has communicated with Mr. Heath. 

Mr. Heath does not know exactly who of 
the committeemen are now against Major 
McKinley, but he names among the proba- 
bilities Clarkson, Manly, and certain mem- 
bers from New-England, with Wright Cun- 
ey of Texas and A. H. Leonard of Louisi- 
ana. 

“The method to be used to defeat the 
Ohioan,”’ said Col. Heath, “is a desperate 
one, but it will be tried. It is well known 
that the National Committee is to meet 
at the Southern Hotel at noon Wednesday 
to begin the work of making up the tem- 
vorary roll of the convention, which as- 
sembles the following Tuesday. 

“Ever since the opposition to Major Mc- 
Kinley has realized that the Ohioan’s boom 
could not be checked by the ordinary 
methods, it has schemed to use the ad- 
vantage given it in the control of the Na- 
tional Committee to defeat McKinley, if 
possible, by recognizing all the anti-Mc- 
Kinley contesting delegates who could 
show the slightest claims, and giving them 
the seats in the convention with the ex- 
pectation that they would force men of 
their own selection on the Credentials Com- 
mittee, and thus secure a firm footing in 
9 permanent organization of the conven- 
tion.’’ 

Col. Heath will be joined Monday by 
Judge A. C. Thompson of Gallipolis, a 
leading member of the Ohio delegation, and 
one of the McKinley managers. Gen. Gros- 
venor also will come on that date if Con- 
gress shall adjourn Saturday. 

Sergeant-at-Arms Byrnes has been busy 
all day trying to get in order the deluge 
of mail and telegraphic applications for 
doorkeeper, usher, assistant, and messen- 
gers under his control. Mr. Byrnes has a 
provisional list made up of the 600 to be 
appointed; the final selections will be made 
after the committee meets here. 

The Press Committee has decided upon a 
basis for, the distribution. of tickets to: the 
press box. nly reporters. and correspon- 
dents actually reporting the proceedings 
will be admitted to this space. The lead- 
ing daily papers will be allowed, not ex- 
ceeding six tickets, and the allowance is 
graded down in proportion to the im- 
aad of the papers asking representa- 
tion. 

Each National Committeeman will receive 
twenty-five tickets, the delegates three, and 
the alternates two. The Grand ig 4 of 
the Republic will also receive several hun- 
dred tickets. The seating capacity of the 
hall is above 14,000, and there will be a 
ticket for every scat. 

Among the arrivals to-day was Col. Fred 
Brackett of Baltimore. Col. Brackett is a 
well-known Republican from Maryland, and 
will be at the convention in the capacity 
of Assistant Sergeant at Arms. 

“Some friends of Gov. Lloyd Lowndes 
of Maryland,” said Col. Brackett, ‘* have 
been booming him for Vice President. 
While he is not an avowed candidate, yet 
he would be an excellent choice. He is an 
able man, and under his leadership Mary- 
land went Republican for the first time in 
twenty-five years.”’ 

The National Committee wiil meet 
Wednesday at the Southern Hotel, and will 
decide upon the temporary organization 
and go over the 170 contests. For tempo- 
rary Chairman, Mark Hanna of Ohio, Gov. 
Merriam of Minnesota, Major Warner of 
Missouri, and Warner Miller of New-York 
have been mentioned. 

Most of the members of the National 
Committee, including Chairman Carter of 
Montana, Joseph Manley of Maine, M. H. De 
Young of California, J. S. Clarkson of Iowa, 
Senator Thurston of Nebraska, and ex-Gov. 
Fifer of Illinois, are expected here Monday 
or Tuesday next, 

Ex-Gov. Merriam of Minnesota, who has 
a considerable backing for Chairman of the 
convention, has written that he will be 
here next Tuesday. He is at the head of 
the Minnesota delegation, and is a pro- 
nounced McKinley man. 

The hall decorations are of the most elab- 
orate character ever attempted at a conven- 
tion, and are almost complete. The hall 
will be handed over to the Business Men’s 
League Wednesday. 





McKINLEY LEAGUE IN BROOKLYN. 


His Friends Organize to Attend the 
National Convention, 


Seventy-six friends of Major McKinley 
assembled in the Johnston Building, Brook- 
lyn, last night for the purpose of organiz- 
ing a McKinley County Committee. Their 
work was done in a happy manner, and 
whatever action Thomas Fitchie desired 
was accomplished without a clash: It was 
noticeable that not a man prominent in the 
party was present, excepting Mr. Fitchie, 
A. 8. Haight, and Senator Wray. 

Mr. Fitchie was elected Chairman of the 
new County Committee by acclamation, 
Assemblyman Edward Brennan was elect- 
ed Secretary, Andrew Jacobs was ‘selected 
to be Treasurer, and Sylvester L. Brindley 
and John G. Turnbull were elected Vice 
Presidents. 

Col. L. J. Jerome, who represented the 
State League, said that he had been all 
over the State and had found that four- 
fifths of the counties were for McKinley. 


If Major McKinley were nominated, he 
said, it meant that fhe next State Conven- 
tion would be controlled by anti-machine 
delegates. The idea, he said, was for the 
delegates representing the league to go to 
St. Louis on Saturday morning, June 13, 
arriving at St. Louis on Sunday evening. 
“It is the uest of Major McKinley and 
Mr. Hanna,” he sald, “‘that the league 
make a big demonstration at St. Louis on 
Monday morning, June 15. That is the rea- 
son that as many as can go to the conven- 
tion are wanted. There is no Raines law 
in operation there, and there will be plenty 
of free lunch.

Mr. Corbin’s son, Austin Corbin, Jr., ar- 
rived last evening. Mr. George S. Edgell, 
Mr. Corbin’s son-in-law, is in the West, and 
it is expected that he is now on his way 
East. : 

His nephew Corbin Edgell, whose leg 
was broken in the accident, and Dr. Kun- 
zier, who had an arm broken and an ankle 
sprained, are as comfortable as can be 
expected and are at the Edgell place. They 
probably will recover. 








Persons closely associated with Mr. Aus- 
tin Corbin in business said yesterday that 
his death probably would make little differ- 
ence in the management of the properties 
in which he held a controlling interest. For 


some years his son-in-law, Mr. George S8. 
Edgell, has been associated with Mr. Cor- 
bin in business matters, and he is well 
qualified to carry out the plans and policy 
of the dead financier. It is likely that 
either Vice President C. M. Pratt or Mr. 
Edgell will succeed Mr. Corbin as Presi- 
dent of the Long Island Railroad. 





WIFE SHOULD RUN THE HOME, 


Opinion Written by Justice Williams 
in a Separation Case. 


In a decision in an appeal on a suit for 
separation by Sigmont Simon against Jen- 
nie Simon, the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court yesterday delivered this 
opinion: 

We do not feel disposed to enter into a discus- 
sion of the questions of difference between the 
parties. They are questions about which people 
of both sexes disagree. While in a legal sense 
the husband is the head of the family and has 
the right to rule the household and compel his 
wife as well as his children to obey him and sub- 
mit to his dictation in the details of the manage- 
ment of the house and servants, still the prac- 
tical view of the marital relations usually is 
that within her peculiar sphere, the home, the 
wife should have her own way and be allowed to 
manage and control the details of housekeeping 
and servants. An intelligent woman should cer- 
tainly not be subjected in the presence of serv- 
ants and guests to humiliation and ill treatment 
by her husband, by the offensive assertion that he 
is master and she must in all things obey him. 

The decision was written by_ Justice 
Williams, Justices O’Brien and Patterson 
dissenting and Justices Barrett and Rum- 
sey concurring. 





SALMON IN THE HUDSON RIVER.:; 


A Spawning Bed Thought to Have 
Been Found near Catskill. 


ALBANY, June 5.—State Fish Culturist 
Cheney has every reason to believe that a 
salmon-spawning bed has been found in 
the Hudson, in the vicinity of Catskill. He 
went to make a thorough investigation 
to-day. He will not divulge its locality, 
further than to say that it is on a gravel 
bed near Catskill, and was discovered by 
an old shad fisherman. 

It is reported to be of large dimensions, 


and is guarded by salmon weighing from 
fifteen to fifty pounds. This, if true, will 
prove very valuable to the fish culture in 
this State, for all the salmon eggs hereto- 
fore planted have been received from the 
United States Fish Commission. For fifteen 
years the planting of salmon in the Hudson 
has been going oa, but Mr. Cheney never 
looked for spawning beds in other than the 
upper Hudson, and, as the fishway in the 
State dam is not in working order, the 
fish could not get by it into the headwaters. 
Mr. Cheney said that the eggs would be 
athered in October, and placed in the 
tate hatcheries. When asked why they 
would not be attended by better results if 
allowed to hatch out naturally, he replied 
that, naturally, only about 2 per cent. of 
the eggs became impregnated, whereas, ar- 
tifically, 95 per cent. of the eggs were 
hatched out. He is greatly elated over 
what he believes the greatest “find” of 
the season—or several seasons. . 





Saloon Keepers to Watch Each Other. 


A novelty has been introduced into the fight 
for Sunday observance in Hoboken. The Ho- 
boken Inn Keepers’ Association ordered all mem- 
bers to close their saloons last Sunday. Some 
members declined to obey the order. At a 
meeting held Thursday night the association re- 
solved to employ detectives to see that the or- 
der is obeyed to-morrow. Members of the as- 
sociation whose saloons are found open will be 
reported to Prosecutor Winfield by the associa- 
tion’s officers, and will be fined $5 apiece by 
the association. 





Failure of Roundsman Buckley. 


The Civil Service Examiners announced yes- 
terday that in his examination for the position 
of Sergeant in the Police Department, Rounds- 


man Buckley failed to reach the 75 per cent. 
in marks required for promotion. He got 30 
per cent. for merit and 20.90 per cent. in his 
written examination, making a total of 50.90 
r cent. Chief af Police Conlin will remand 
uckley to patrol duty, now that the decision of 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
has been complied with. 





Stephen B. Grummond, Jr., Dead. 


DETROIT, Mich., June 5.—Stephen B, Grum- 
mond, Jr., General Manager of Grummond’s 
Mackinac Line, a son of the late Capt. S. B. 
Grummond, was killed to-night by a Mack 
Avenue electric car. Mr. Grummond attempted 
to board a moving construction train on the 
electric line, near the corner, of Mack and Mount 
Elliott Avenues. He missed his footing, and fell 
between the motor car and a gravel car. His 
death was almost instantaneous. 





A Much-Traveled Half Dollar. 


Mount VERNON, N. Y., June 5.—Charles Hen- 
ricks of First Street and Fifth Avenue received 
a silver half dollar a few weeks ago stamped 
‘Smith Brothers, Druggists, Belton, Texas.’’ 
Mr. Henricks wrote to the firm and yesterday re- 
ceived an answer from F. E. Smith. Mr. Smith 
wrote that he stamped the coin twenty years 
ago. He has heard from it three times—once 
from Kentucky, once from Southern California, 
and this time from Mount Vernon, N. Y.

ST. PAUL'S NEW RECORD 





THE AMERICAN LINER LOWERS THE 
TIME FROM SOUTHAMPTON, 





She Makes the Run to This Port in 6 
Days 5 Hours and 32 Minutes—The 
New-York’s Time Beaten by 1 
Hour and 42 Minutes—The Steam- 
ship’s Passage a Smooth Onc— 
Some Previous Records of*Runs to 


and from England. 


6—5—32! 
In days, hours, and minutes, What is now 
the record from Southampton to this port. 
It is-a new record, and, as befitting such, 
it was made by a new ship, the St. Paul of 


the American line, the latest addition to 
the fleet which flies the American flag. 

The record was-established when the 
liner swept past the Sandy Hook Lightship 
at 2:07 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
She had come over the long route from 
Southampton, England, had sped over 3,113 
miles of quiet waters, and had glided 
through each knot of the distance at an 
average rate of 20.82 knots an hour. 

By this performance the St. Paul 
eclipses by one hour and forty-two minutes 
the record of 6 days, 7 hours and 14 min- 
utes, established by the New-York of the 
same line, and cuts three hours and thirty- 
three minutes from her own best previous 
time. 

The American Line people dwelt on the 
figures, 6 5 82, repeating them often with 
satisfaction. The figures were pregnant 
with meaning. They showed that the St. 
Paul is now superior in speed to the Brit- 
ish-built New-York and Paris, which in 
years gone by held the pennant for speed 
between this port and Queenstown. They 
also showed that one at least of the pair 
of home-made ships is increasing her speed 
with successive runs; and, unless there is 
a stopping point somewhere, no man may 
say where the record will be before these 
two ships get through cutting slices out of 
it. 

For purposes of comparison, it may be 
interesting to note what some other ships 
have done in the way of speed. The Paris, 
in 1892, won distinction by crossing the 
Atlantic in 5 days, 14 hours, and 24 minutes. 
That was from Queenstown to this port. 
Then she was put on the Southampton 
route, along with her narrow-waisted Brit- 
ish-built sister, the New-York. The latter 
immediately set the pace at 6 days, 7 hours, 
and 14 minutes. That record stood until 


yesterday, when the St. Paul brought it 
down to 6 days 5 hours 32 minutes. 

On the Queenstown route the Lucania 
and Campania of the Cunard Line have been 
plodding back and forth, making a fast 
trip once in a while, but failing to make 
any new records, or to equal any old ones 
of their own making. he ‘Lucania in 
October, 1894, made the westward journey 
in 5 days 7 hous and 23 minutes, and in the 
following August the Campania sped from 
Queenstown to New-York in 5 days 9 hours 
and 6 minutes. 

The Queenstown route is shorter than 
the Southampton route, and it is admit- 
tedly unfair to compare in time the per- 
formances of ships on the two routes. The 
average hourly speed which a ship main- 
tains. during a voyage is conceded to be 
the fairest means of testing their rela- 
tive rate of going. 

In this respect the Lucania at present 
holds the palm, with her unbeaten record 
of 22.01 knots an hour, maintained through- 
out an eastward voyage made in 1895. On 
a westward trip she on one occasion: made 
a record of 21.81. The Campania has an 
eastward record of 21.82 and a westward 
one of 21.49. The Paris on an eastward 
trip made an hourly record of 20.70. 

The best single day’s run was made by 
the Lucania, which on one occasion trav- 
ersed 560 knots in twenty-four hours. The 
Campania has a record of 548, the Paris 
530, and the St. Louis 527. 

This is the St. Paul’s tenth voyage to 
the westward. Fair weather favored her 
throughout the passage. There was at no 
time more than a “‘capful ” of wind, but 
on two days the ship was plowing through 
heavy and confused swells left by some 
gale which had swept over her path. 

The ship sailed from Southampton at 
noon on May 30. Following are her daily 
runs: 487, 521, 521, 518, and 41 
knots, the last being run after noon on the 
day of her arrival. 

The vessel reached her dock early in 
the afternoon. Among her saloon passen- 
gers were Henry Payne, Commissioner Eva 
Bocoth, who comes to take charge of the 
Canadian branch of the Salvation Army;

Richmond of Batavia. 

Mrs, Richmond left an estate valued at 
$3,000,000. The will which disposed of this 
estate was not satisfactory to Miss Rosa- 
line Richmond of New-York, a _ grand- 
daughter of the testatrix. When the will was 
offered for probate in Genesee County, Miss 
Richmond opposed it on the ground that 
Mrs. Richmond had been influenced unduly. 
After the testimony was all in, the Surro- 
gate of Genesee County sustained the pro- 
visions of the will, and Miss Richmond 
took her case to the Supreme Court.

ELLSWORTH, Me., June 5.—Burton E. Frazer, 
aged twenty-seven, died yesterday of an over- 
dose of morphine, prepared by his friend, James 
Clough, and administered by Miss Nellie Newell, 
his sweetheart. Frazer, who was suffering from 
acute rheumatism, asked Clough to get him some 
morphine powders. Clough went to the drug- 
gist’s, put up the powders himself and made 
another package of morphine for future use. 
He left the wrong package at Frazer’s house. 
On reaching his own house he discovered his 
mistake and hastened back to rectify it, but 
was too late, his friend having swallowed the 
poison five minutes earlier. 





Robbed by Relic Hunters. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—Notwithstanding the 
vigilance of the Capitol police, relic hunters 
have succeeded in picking out three small plumes 


from the heads of the diminutive Indian war- 
riors who appear in the bas-relief work on the 
side of the Marquette Statue. This vandalism 
does not deface the statue In any way, and it 
requires a very close examination to discover 
the loss of the plumes from the heads of the 
warriors, as they are not more than a quarter 
of an inch in height. Several of these plumes

NORTH SIDE CITIZENS TO SEE THAT 
IT OBEYS THE LAW. 





Determined that Continuous Passage 
Be Granted to Passengers Across 
the Harliem—Preparing to Invoke 
the Aid of the Court—Mayor Says 
He Will Do Nothing While Pres- 
ent So-Called Rapid Transit Plans 
Are Pending. : 


The Consolidation act of 1891, in Section 3, 
Chapter 5, relative to the duties of Mayor, 
Says: 


It shall be the duty of the Mayor to be vigil- 
ant and active in causing the ordinances of the 
city and laws of the State to be executed and 
enforced, and for that purpose he may call to- 
gether for consultation and co-operation all heads 
of departments. 


In Section 215, Chapter 7, relative to the 
duties of Corporation Counsel, the Consoli- 
dation act reads: 

It shall be the duty of the Law Department to 
furnish to every department and officer all such 
advice and legal assistance. as counsel or at- 
torney, in or out of court, as may be required 
by such officer or department. 

A law which is daily and openly violated 
in this city by the Manhattam Railway Com- 
pany is found in Chapter 743 of the Laws 
of 1894, and which reads as follows: 

Any passenger on the Manhattan Elevated Raii- 
road who has paid the fare required for passage 
from any point on said railway east of Broadway, 
between the Battery and One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth Street, not exceedirg 5 cents, shall 
be entitled to a continuous passage, without 
change of cars, on the Suburban Rapid Transit 
Railway, or on any railway owned and operated 
by the Manhattan Railway Company. 

For nearly two years this law has been 
violated with impunity. The ‘Mayor, whose 
duty it is to be “vigilant and active in 
causing the ordinamces of’ thre city and the 
laws of the State to be enforced,’’ has never 
moved a finger in regard to this flagrant 
and continued violation, nor has the Cor- 
poration Counsel exerted himself to bring 
the matter to the attention of the Chief 
Magistrate. . 

It has been left to the energy of individ< 
ual residents of the north side to begin 
action to force the company to comply, 
with the law, and to accord to them their 
right of a continuous ride, without change 
of cars, across the Harlem River. 

The North Side Board of Trade went 
before the Mayor June 2, and made a forme 
al protest against the existing state of 
things, and asked the Mayor’s aid in com- 
pelling the Manhattan Railway Company 
to run continuous trains to Tremont, and 
obviate the necessity of chamging at One 
Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street. 

A reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMEs 
asked the Mayor yesterday, what he in-. 
tended to do in the matter. 

“Well,” said the Chief Magistrate of 
New-York City, “plans for rapid transit 
by elevated road are now before me, and 
in the meantime the protest of the north 
siders must be in abeyance. I shall take 
no steps in the matter until these proposed 
plans have been disposed of. } 

“Why ddesn’t some north-sider° make @| 
complaint to the public prosecutor? That 
is the way to doit. It is their business.” ,

HE FAVORS A DEEP TUNNEL. 


\ —— 
What Simon Sterne Says of Plans for. 
Underground Road. 


Discussing the failure of the effort to 
furnish New-York with an acceptable plan 
of rapid transit, Simon Sterne said yester- 
day: 

“The great defect of the Rapid Transit 
Railroad Commission, which ultimately 
wrecked it, was the insistence to build an 
underground railway close to the surface, 
and on a scheme which involved the op®i- 
ing of the streets during construction. 

“Now, it had before it the new 
method of dealing wiith the building of 
underground railroads in London, known 
as the Greathead system, on which the 
South London Underground Railroad has 
been successfully constructed and operated 
during the last four years, and on which 
the Central Underground Railroad is now 
being constructed, which line will be operat- 
ed sixty feet under ground, thereby clear- 
ing water, gas, electricity, and sewage 
service, sub-cellars and foundations ~ of 
buildings—and replacing whatever was re- 
moved by something of g:reater tensile and 
bearing strength. 

“The construction of these London rail- 
roads is carried on without the slightest 
surface disturbance, and the débris is re- 
moyed great distances, sometimes miles 
away from the scene of operations. The 
tunnels are operated and ventilated and 
the cars lit by the same power that propels 
the trains—electricity. ‘The same power 
also operates the elevators conveying pas- 
sengers to and from the stations and 
lights the stations. 

‘*In the four years the South London 
line has been in operation there have been 
no serious stoppage of trains! and no acci- 
dents. The expense of this construction is 
much less than that which the New-York 
Rapid Transit Commissioners put forth, 
and the plan has the enormous advantage 
of being a proved success.” 

“Of course, all objections that apply ta 
any underground railroad are equally appli- 
cable to the Greathead underground system, 
but it has the advantage over any other 
in that it disturbs no existing rights and 
futerferes with nobody during construction, 
You can go where you please, and as wou 
please, because you are utilizing property 
which has no determined value so deep un- 
der ground, except for thie purpose used, and 
therefore can be condenined:- and appropri- 
ated at merely nominal cost.

TAXES OF ELEVATED COMPANY. 


Appellate Division Holds the Amount 
Fixed Not Too Great. 


the Tax Commissioners assess2d 
the property of the Manhattan Railway 
Company at $16,496,995 for taxation, the 
officers of the company, in a sworn state- 
ment, declared it to be excessive, and asked 
the courts to review the finding of the 
Commissioners, 

In a decision handed down yesterday by 
the Appellate Division the Tax Commis- 
sioners are confirmed in their action, and 
the ruling of the lower courts is sustained. 
The opinion, written by Presiding Justice 
Van Brunt, says: 

“jit appears from the record and from 
the evidence which was adduced before the 
Commissioners of Taxes and Assessments, 
and also before the court, that it is 
claimed upon the part of the relator that its 
debts exceed in amount its taxable personal 
property. 

“In view of the admissions previously 
made by the relator in reference to its tax- 
able condition, the repofts as to its pros- 
perous business made to the Railroad Com- 
missioners of the State, and the fact that 
it has been able to pay u:vidends upon its 
stock at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, 
to pay all its fixed charges, and to have a 
considerable surplus remaining, the suspi- 
cions of the Commissioners of Taxes and 
Assessments were naturally excited that 
the relator was not in the poverty-stricken 
Eonettten which it sought to have them be- 
eve.

rude passenger while attempting to board 
the train. Expostulation is vaia, and a 
request for room is frequently answerec 


by jeers and rude remarks. All this migh‘ 
be avoided if the elevated railroad company 
were to obey the law made for the con- 
venience and protection of the people. 

In addition, I would state that our station 
platform at One Hundred and Thirty-third 
Street is unprovided with railings, and when 
exposed to the fierce wintry blasts that 
sweep unobstructed at that height and 
open space, people are frequently blown 
about and put in serious danger of being 
thrown on the tracks or into the street, 
a fate but narrowly avoided by an elderl) 
relative of mine in March last. This, too, 
should be remedied, but the mills of Gould, 
Sage & Co. grind but slowly, and only 
when public opinion and newspapers attack 
them unsparingly and unceasingly can they 
be perswaded or forced to do what necés- 
sity and the spirit of our age demaiid.

ELLIS ISLAND PRIVIL/EGES. 


Dr. Seaner Shows How Inrmigrants 
Will Benefit Under New Awards. 


Dr. J. H. Senner, United States Conmis- 
sioner of Immigration at this port, who 
went to Washington a few days ago to con- 
fer with the Superintendent of Immigration 
concerning the granting of new privileges 
for Ellis Island, returned yesterday. The 
old privileges for the exchange of money, 
for restaurant, and for vaggage and passen- 
ger transfer expired on June 1, and bids for 
privileges for the current year were invited 
and opened on June 1. 

Concerning the award of the various priv- 
ileges, Dr. Senner said that after a careful 
consideration of all the bids filed the de- 
partment decided finally to accept only such 
bids as furnished conditions and terms most 
favorable to the immigrants. 

“In reference to the eating-house privi- 
lege,’’ Dr. Sener said, “ a sweeping re- 
duction will bé introduced in the prices of 
all articles sold on the island, including soft 
drinks. For instance, the price of bologna 
was reduced from 20 cents to 12 cents a 
pound, chees’® from 20 to 15, boiled and 
pressed ham from 30 to 22, soda water from 
7.to 4 cents ~ bottle, &c. Under such limi- 
tations the bid of $5,000 made by_ the pres- 
ent privilege holder, Felix Livingston, was 
accepted. 

“As to the exchange of money, the rates 
were fixed at a minimum advance on Wall 
Street raves, and this bid was awarded to 
Frank J. Seully for $1,800 a year, as ren- 
dered. Mr. Scully has been employed as 
clerk for the holder ofthe privilege for the 
last twenty-five years. and is strongly in- 
dorsed by all the missionary societies on 
Ellis island. 

“Concerning the baggage privilege, the 

resent privilege ‘holder, the American 

ransfer Company, gets the privilege for 
three years, on condition that a uniform 
rate of prices be charged to all immigrants 
for every piece of baggage, without regard 
to the distance of transportation. The de- 
partment was of the opinion that such an 
arrangement is brtter adapted to protect 
immigrants from fraud or loss which might 
be practiced by :in irresponsible employe 
of the privilege holder, than could be se- 
cured in any other way.’’ 

Dr. Senner said that in introducing this 
method of charging for the transportation 
of baggage the department was convinced 
that it had opened the road to a greater 
amount of benefit and protection to the jm- 
migrants of the future.

WASHINGTON, June 5.--Mr. Morgan of 
Alabama cannot bear the idea of Congress 
adjourning and leaving the Cuban question 
in the hands of the President, and in the 
closing hours of the session he is trying to 


secure action upon his resolution request- 
ing the President to furnish information as 
to the capture of the Competitor by a 
Spanish warship and the condemnation to 
death of American citizens, and whether 
any demand has been made upon Spain for 
the release of the Americans now impris- 
oned at Havana. , 

Mr. Morgan made this resotution the 
subject of an impassioned speech to-day, 
in which he discussed executive matters to 
such an extent that Senator Sherman in- 
voked Rule 35, which relates to business 
requiring secrecy, and the galleries were 
cleared. When the doors finally were re- 
opened, after it was thought Mr. Morgan 
had finished, it was discovered that he had 
more to say on the same subject, and the 
public again was excluded. Finally the 
Alabama Senator shot off all his ammuni- 
tion and the Senate took up the regular 
order of business. 

Mr. Morgan is especially incensed because, 
in response to a request for information 
bearing upon the Competitor case, the Pres- 
ident informed the Senate that it was in- 
compatible with the public interest to sup- 
ply the information at the time. Mr. Mor- 
gan declared to-day that Congress should 
not adjourn without authorizing the use 
of the war power against Spain, if neces- 
sary to protect the imprisoned American 
citizens. There is little likelihood that his 
belligerent position will be indorsed by the 


Senate, which to-day ordered his resolu- 
tion to the calendar, from which it only 
can be taken by a majority vote of the 
Senate. 

In his speech Mr. Morgan referred to the 
evidence of Frederick W. Lawrence and the 
Rev, A. J. Diaz, taken br the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. 

Lawrence, referring to the arrest of Alfred 
Laborde and Milton, who were on the Com- 
petitor, said that so far as the testimony of 
the men who captured them went, it showed 
that neither of the men had arms upon his 
person. They were taken to Havana, tried 
by general court-martial, against the ener- 
getic protest of the United States Consul 
General, and condemned to death, their sen- 
tences being delayed by the Madrid Govern- 
ment at the request of Secretary Olney. 

From an American point of view these 
prisoners were not assisted by counsel; but 
from a Spanish point of view they had counr- 
sel. This counsel consisted of a Lieutenant 
in the navy, who asked no questions, and 
who cross-examined no witnesses. No wit- 
nesses were produced but Capt. Butron and 
the other officers of the Mensajerra. This 
Lieutenant asked for clemency for Laborde 
on account of the illustrious place his name 
had borne in the Spanish Navy, and for Mil- 
ton because he was not there for the pur- 


’ pose of fighting, but merely in his business 


as a newspaper correspondent. 

When asked if any evidence was given at 
the trial to show how far the Competitor 
was from the shore’ when captured, Mr. 
Lawrence said ao evidence was given 
whatever on any subject. The men were 
tried about a week after their arrest., and 
when Consul General Williams was told by 
the Judge Advocate that the investigation 
was to be a “‘stimmary trial,’’ Mr. Williams 
refused to lend any official recognition to 
it, protested against it, and left. 

o officer of the United States Consular 
Service was present at the trial. Neither 
the prosecutor nor the counsel for the de- 
fense asked a single question of anybody. 
Not a particle of testimony was offered ex- 
cept that of the Spanish officers. An in- 
terpreter was present, but he did not make 
his presence known ‘to the prisoners unril 
they were asked if thev had anything to 
say in their own defense. Counsel for the 
Americans did not tell them what the state- 
ments of the Spanish officials contained; he 
did not, so far as witness—who was at the 
trial throughout—heard, say one word 10 
the men he was supposed to be defending. 
Witness had every reason to believe that 
the counsel could not speak English, and 
the whole trial was conducted in Spanish. 

The men were even asked in the Spanish 


language if they had anything to say. 
William Gildea, the last of the five men 
tried together, replied to the interpreter: 


“All I have got to say is I do not under- 
stand one word that has been said to-dav 
for me or against me, and at any rate I 
appeal to both the British and Ameri2an 
Consuls.”’ 

The Court made its finding within fifteen 
minutes after Gildea made this statement. 
Before the trial Gildea made a statement 
that he was a poor saiior and went on 


board the Competitor thinking she was 
bound for Sable Keys, fishing; that he 
knew nothing of the nature of the business 
until after the vessel started. Laborde 


claimed that his ship had been hired to do 
fishing, but that he was held up by a re- 
volver and ordered to go to Cuba. 

Witness also saw Dygert, who was im- 
prisoned at Guines with twenty-two others 
in a room not larger than 16 by 18 feet. 
The food given him was execrable, and all 
the time he was confined he was not per- 
mitted a change of clothes. Dygert was 
not released until one month after Marquis 
Palmerola told Lawrence that the Govern- 
ment knew he was innocent. 
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An Effort to Provide for Their Selec- 
tion by Popular Vote. 


THE ELECTION SENATORS, 





WASHINGTON, June 5.—The Senate to-day 
considered for a short time the proposition 
for election of Senators by popular vote. 
Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) made an ar- 
gument against the proposition, declaring 
it to be an accession to Populistic tenden- 
cies. 

The proposed change was advocated by 
Mr. Palmer, (Dem., Ill,) who said, in the 
course of his remarks: ‘‘On new issues I 
have the misfortune to differ with the po- 
litical machine of my State. The machine 
has the control of that and other States. 
The machine is against me. I defy the ma- 
chine. It remains to be seen whether the 
machine is stronger than the people.” 

Continuing his remarks, Mr. Palmer said 
that, throughout his political life, he never 
had submitted to the machine. Like the 
dance of Sir Roger de Coverley, he had 
come into fashion about every ten years; 
and just now he was out of fashion. He 
was no longer in the political fleld. He 


had played his part in State and National 
affairs, and had at all times insisted on 
being a free man. A most salutary result 
from the popular election of Senators would 
be freedom from machine control. 

Mr. Hawley (Rep., Conn.,) argued against 
the proposition and quoted John Randolph’s 
declaration, ‘‘ Change is not reform.” All 
proper guards, Mr. Hawley said, were 
thrown around the choice of Senators by 
Legislatures, while there was no protection 
whatever from popular baHot, which was 
open to all sorts of fraud, corruption, and 
intimidation. Te characterize roughly, the 
proposition was in substance and in effect 
an attempt to provide that the United 
States Senate should belong to rich and 
corrupt men. , 

Speeches in favor of the proposition were 
made by Mr. Mitchell (Rep., Ore.,) and 
Mr. Perkins, (Rep., Cal.) . 

Further consideration of the matter was 
—" until the second Monday in De- 
cember. 





MORE CAMPAIGN LITERATURE. 


The House Calis for Information as 
to Dismissals of Office Holders. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—In the House to- 
day, Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio,) called 
up the resolution reported from the Com- 
mittee on Civil Service directing the heads 
of the several executive departments to re- 
port to Congress the number and personnel 
of changes in the clerical force since March 
4, 1893. He said the information was de-

Opposition in the Senate to the Clos- 
ing of Business Next Monday. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—Mr. Aldrich (Rep., 
R. L.,) introduced in the Senate to-day a joint 
resolution for a final adjournment ‘at 2 P. 
M. next Monday. He said that there were 
four or five general appropriation bills in 
conference, and that, if an hour was set 
for adjournment, all the difficulties could 
be arranged within twenty-four hours. 

Mr. Allison, (Rep., Iowa,) Chairman‘ of 
the Committee on Appropriations, stated 
that the conference committees were doing 
the best they could, but he doubted very 
much whether all disagreements could be 
arranged so as to allow the adjournment 
to take place on Monday. 

Mr. George (Dem., Miss.,) 
against any adjournment without action 
being taken on the Bankruptcy Dill, which 
had been passed by the House and was now 
on the Senate calendar. 

Mr. Warren (Rep., Wyoming,) also opposed 
an early adjournment, and said that he 
would be willing to sit for weeks longer, 
and even so as to lose his vote next No- 
vember, rather than undertake to explain 
to the people of his State why the Senate 
could not remain in session and_ dispose 
of bills in which that and other Western 
States were deeply interested.

EXAMINATIONS AT WEST POINT. 





An Exercise in* Heavy Artillery Drill 
That Was Satisfactory. 


West Pornt, June 5.—The examinations 
are progressing nicely. To-day the third 
class completed its work in Spanish. Those 
of the fourth class who failed in geometry 
at the examinations last March, and were 
retained conditionally, were examined this 
morning and found efficient. Cadets Begil 
and Coleman of the fourth class, who were 
sick at the time of the class examination 
in trigonometry, went through the trying 
ordeal this morning. To-morrow morning 
the first class will be examined in law. 

The attendance of visitors was much 
larger to-day than at any time during the 
examinations. The military ‘exercise in 
the afternoon was heavy artillery drill, 
with seacoast gums, and took place at the 
foot of the hill north of the Academy, on 
the bank of the Hudson River. Here ths 
big guns are mounted. Rows of heavy shot 
artistically arranged in pyramidal shape 


flanked the guns, The sition, which is 
almost on a level with the river, is, never- 
theless, a commanding one, the guns 
sweeping the river north to Newburg. The 
battery was manned by members of the 
third Glass, with detachments from the first 
class. There were six guns, with eight men 
to a gun. Lieut. Adams was in command. 
The gunners were Cadets Hancock, Henry, 
Gowen, Craig, and Newbold. 

. 2 is a fifteen-inch smoothbore 
and weighs about twenty-two tons. The 
gun was charges with forty pounds of 
mammoth powder and_a 450 pound solid 
round shot was used. Guns Nos. 3, 5, and 
6 are eight-inch converted rifles, and 
weigh seven tons each. Three ens were 
charged with twenty-five pounds of hex- 
agonal powder, and the shot, which is 
known as Butler cored, weighed about 180 
pounds. The charges of powder used to- 
day were very much reduced from the 
regular service charges, on account of the 
danger from glancing fragments of shell 
falling upon passing boats or in adjoining 
villages. This, to some extent, affected the 
accuracy of aim. The Board of Visitors 
was highly pleased with the exhibition, and 
the spectators evidently enjoyed the thun- 
dering of the cannon. The target was 
laced at two degrees elevation above the 
attery, and the range for the guns was 
2,150 yards, or a trifle over a mile. The 
diameter of the bull’s eye was three feet. 
Gun -No. 2 is the only one which struck the 
target. 

Cadets W. M. Jordan of Virginia and C. 
N. Stevens of Alabama, of the fourth class, 
have resigned, and the resignations have 
been accepted. To-morrow afternoon will 
be infantry drill by the battalion of cadets.

Two Brothers Die from Consumption. 


Benjamin W. Madine of 26 Allen Street died on 
Wednesday of consumption, and yesterday his 
brother, John Madine, succumbed to the same 
disease. Both men were glassblowers and were 
employed in the same factory. The disease de- 
veloped in the case of John Madine in January. 
Benjamin Madine, whose appearance was that 
of an uncommonly robust man, was warned at 
that time by Dr. James G. Meehan of 394 
Broome Street that he was in danger of con- 
tracting the disease by sleeping in the same 
room with his brother.

To Retire from the First Vice Presi- 
dency of the Atchison System=— 
The Reorganized “Frisco ” Road 
Will Be a Separate and Inde- 
pendent Property—The Atchison 
Company’s Interest Will Be Wiped 
Out by the Foreclostre Saie. 


Daniel B. Robinson, First Vice President 
of the Atchison system, was elected Presi- 
dent of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railroad at a meeting of the Directors held 
in this city last Thursday. Mr. Robinson is 


the unanimous choice of the parties inter- 
ested in St. Louis and San Francisco, and 
it is understood that he will take charge of 
the property about the ist of July, imme- 
diately after the foreclosure sale. He will 
retire from the service, of the Atchison 
Company. 

The St. Louis and San Francisco was for- 
merly a part of the Atchison system, but 
after the completion of the pending reor- 
ganization it will be a separate and inde- 
pendent property. The Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé Railroad Company is the 
owner of a controlling interest in the stock 
of the old St. Louis and San. Francisco 
Railroad, but the foreclosure sale, which oc- 
curs on the 27th of this month, will wipe 
out that ownership. The Atchison Com- 
pany sold its large holding of ‘“ Frisco” 
bonds to the Reorganization Committee of 
the latter road some time ago. 

Daniel B. Robinson is regarded by rail- 
road men as one of the strongest and most 
conservative operating and traffic men in 
the West. He has been in railroad service 
since 1866, when he began as freight clerk 
in St. Albans, with the Vermont Central 
Railroad. His rise has been gradual and 
honorable. For a short period he was Gen- 
eral Manager of the Atlantic and Pacific, 
then General Manager of the Colorado Mid- 


land, subsequently assistant to the Presi- 
dent of the Atlantic and Pacific, President 
of the San Antonio and Aransas Pass Rail- 
road, President of the Santa Fé, Prescott 
and Phoenix Railroad, and First Vice Presi- 
dent of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railroad. In accepting the last-mentioned 
office, at a salary rarely paid to a Vice 
President, Mr. Robinson decined to consid- 
er an offer of the Presidency of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad. 

The Reorganization Committee of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad an- 
nounces that all but $250,000 of the 4 per 
cent. consolidated mortgage bonds have 
been deposited under the plan of reorgani- 
zation and that a number of those out-

SEABOARD AIR LINE ACCUSED. 


The Road to be Sued for Defrauding 
the Government, 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wilson has turned over to the Depart- 
ment of Justice the case of the Seaboard 
Air-Line Railroad, recommending the pros- 
ecution of officials of that road if in the 
opinion of the Attorney General sych ac- 
tion is advisable. 5 

The papers in the case submitted to the 
Department of Justice allege that the Sea- 
board Air-Line is guilty of an attempt to 
defraud the Government by padding the 
mails during the month of March last, dur- 


ing which month the test weighing of mail 
matter over that line was made in order 
to form an estimate of the amount of mat- 
ter carried by the road, which would enable 
the Post Office Department to make a 
four-year contract for such service and fix 
the rate of compensation. 

During the month of March postal clerks 
and Postmasters along the route of the 
road noticed an enormous increase of mail 
matter, such as Government documents 
@nd newspapers, and, knowing it to be the 
month -the test weighing was being made, 
reported the case to the department. 

Post Office Inspectors were detailed to 
investigate the matter. They reported that 
sacks of Government documents were be- 
ing shipped from one agent to another 
along the route where they were directed, 
and remailed to various points along the 
line between Portsmouth, Va., and Atlanta, 
Ga. They also discovered that the railroad 
company had ordered an unusual number 
of newspapers published in cities along the 
route of the Seaboard Air-Line. 

Upon this evidence Postmaster General 
Wilson looked still further into the case, 
and, securing additional facts, took the 
action mentioned, 


The Meriden and Waterbary Line. 


NEwW-HAVEN, June 5.—Judge A, Heaton 
Robertson, the purchaser of the Meriden, 
Waterbury and Connecticut River Railroad, 
said to-day that there would be one of two 
things done with the road, It would be, he 
said, equipped with electricity or else aban- 
doned. He said it would not pay for its 
operation by steam, and that the rolling 
stock would be sold soon.

Was at present controlled by the Consoli- 
dated Road, and he said it was not. He 
admitted that he had purchased it for other 
eres, but refused to say who they are.

Kansas Rates to Gulf Ports. 


CHIcaco, June 5.—Chairman Morrison of 
the Inter-State Commerce Commision has 
gone to Kansas City to give a hearing on 


the complaint of the Wichita and Kansas 
City shippers and the Kansas Railroad Com- 
missioners, charging the railroads with 
making proportionately lower rates to the 
Gulf ports from points in Kansas than they 
make from these points, via Kansas City, to 
Chicago. The hearing will be watched with 
intense interest by Chicago railroads, which 
have been suffering as badly from the dis- 
crimination as the Chicago merchants and 
shippers.

FOOTE WILL WIN. 





A Warm Congressional Fight in the 
Twenty-third District. 


GLENS Fats, June 5.—Warren County’s 
five delegates to the Republican Twenty- 
third Congressional District Convention, 
on June 10, will probably vote for Wallace 
T. Foote, the present incumbent, for Con- 
gress. The action of Franklin County’s 
convention yesterday in instructing her six 
delegates for Foote will no doubt have 
some influence on the delegates from this 
county. ‘rhen, too, ‘‘ Brother’’ Colvin, the 
State Treasurer, will return home to-mor- 
row and give instructions. He said last 
week that Warren’s delegates were pledged 
to no one, and that he was going to see 
who was to be the winning man before 
he threw his delegates for him. Since that 
time he has seen Mr. Platt, and returned 
to Albany from New-York to-day. What 
his decision is will not be known until he 
reaches his own stamping xround. 

The fight which John M. Wever and 
Henry G. Burleigh, place hunters, are put- 
ting up is an interesting one. Their candi- 
date is Walter C. Wetherbee, a cousin of 


State Committéeman Frank 8S. Wetherbee. 
They captured the Washington County 
Convention, which instructed Henry G. 
Burleigh to name the eight delegates to 
the Congressional Convention, He named 
six in convention, and asked that he be 
allowed to select the remaining two later. 
After the convention Editor Porter of 
Greenwich, who was the Secretary of the 
convention, asked Mr. Burleigh for the 
other two names. He asserts that Mr. 
Burleigh gave him those of William H. 
Hughes, the manufacturer, and Major John 
Dwyer, the editor of The Sandy Hill Herald. 
When it beeame noised about that these 
two men favored Foote, Burleigh tried to 
substitute the names of: George Clemens 
and William H. Hobbe. Major Dwyer has 
the minutes of the convention, certified 
by the Secretary, and they contain the 
names of Messrs. Hughes and Dwyer. The 
Secretary will certify these names to the 
committee which will make up the roll for 
the convention. The only way in which 
Mr. Burleigh can get the names of Clem- 
ens and Hobbe before the convention is as 
contestants. 

Essex County will not hold its conven- 
tion until June 9, the day before the Con- 
gressional Convention. oth sides claim 
to have a majority. There are a number 
of contestants on both sides, and it is 
thought that contesting delegations will go 
to the district convention. 

There will be 81 delegates in the Con- 
gressional Convention; 16 is necessary for 
organization. The Foote men have 12 sure— 
Clinton 6, Franklin 6—and probably War- 
ren 5. This will ‘give them a majority. If 
Warren shall hold out, the result may be 
different. Should it be decided to allow no 
members to sit where there are contests, 
this would reduce Washington’s represen- 
tation to 6 and exclude Essex’s entire dele- 
gation, thus taking 8 delegates out and 
leaving 18 a majority for organization. 

Taking the situation from all sides, the 
Foote men feel confident that they will 
win out, and therefore it is not hard to 
guess what Warren’s position will be. 





Shortage in the New-Orleans Mint. 


Krom The New-Orleans Picayune, June 1. 
Deputy United States Marshal Le Blanc 
yesterday arrested Mr. Albert Chanfrau at 
his residence, on Marais Street, near Espla- 
nade, the charge against him being that he 
was responsible for the disappearance of 
three ounces of gold coin, in value about 
$76, from the United States Mint. The ar- 
rest was made upon the authority of Su- 
perintendent Cade, who the day previous 
made out affidavits against him. It seems 
that Mr. Chanfrau is to be involved in the 
irregularities which are supposed to have 
been practiced at the mint éven more than 
Judge Pipkin, the assistant coiner. Judge 
the in- 
formation from Washington being that he 
was involved in the trouble. This, however, 
has never been stated by any one of the 
local officials of the mint, and Judge Pip- 
kin has not been arrested. Mr. Chanfrau 
has been in the mint for years, is an elderly 
man, and heretofore has enjoyed the esteem 
and confidence of all who knew him. Com- 
missioner Craig, in talking regarding the 
trouble at the mint, said that he was sure, 
almost as could be, that there was nothing 
wrong in the record of Judge Pipkin, There 
is very little likelihood of any further ar- 
rests being made, so it was learned from 
parties connected with the mint. None of 
the employes at the mint, however, seems 
to believe that the officials are yet upon 
the right track of the guilty ones.

The Clerk of the Court, who had marked 
the report in evidence, sat down in the wit- 
ness chair. The Recorder said the chase 
after the report had gone far enough, He 
ordered Mr. Brophy to ‘take his seat at 
the Clerk’s table. 

Mr. Brooke then proposed to put himself 
on the witness stand to testify that he had 
made a copy from Dr. Scheele’s manuscript, 
but the Recorder would not allow it. It 
turned out afterward that there were se- 
rious discrepances between the original 
report given by Dr. Scheele and his evi- 
dence as given at the trial. 

Mrs. Fleming was in good spirits when 
she entered the courtroom in the morning, 
and laughed as she denied the truth of 
some statements which had just appeared 
in print in conection with the case. 

Dr. O'Sullivan had not gone far with 
the examination of Dr. Scheele when Joseph 
H. Choate came into the courtroom, and 
took a seat on the bench beside the Re- 
corder, with whom he chatted and laughed 
as he cast keen glances at every part of 
the’ room, not forgetting to take prolonged 
though not staring looks at Mrs. Flem- 
ing every time the movements of Dr. 
O’Sullivan, whose fixed’ stand was right 
in the line of vision, made it possible for 
him to do so. 

By quantitative analysis Dr. Scheele said 
he had found fourteen grains of white 
arsenic in the half of Mrs. Bliss’s stom- 
ach which he had received, and two and 
one-quarter grains of antimony from the 
Same substance. He found one and one- 
tenth grains of arsenic and one and three- 
quarter grains of antimony in the portion 
of Mrs. Bliss’s vomit which he had re- 
eeived. Dr. Scheele made no analysis of 
the contents of Mrs. Bliss’s stomach, a por- 
tion of which had been given to him, and 
in another portion of which Dr. Mott found 
thirteen grains of arsenic. 

The witness testified that, in consequence 
of a message from Assistant District At- 
torney Miller, he went to the Colonial 
Hotel Sept. 80, and met Acting Inspector 
McCullagh. Together they took a tea tray, 
a Japanese vase, some lump sugar, some 
pieces of carpet, some dust out of draw- 
ers, and a piece of wrapping paper. These 
things were either in a storeroom, as part 
of Mrs. Fieming’s effects, or were in the 
rooms which she had occupied at the time 
of Mrs. Bliss’s death. 

The tea tray, the witness said, had a 
fine white powder fastened firmly on its 
upper surface. He tested this powder, and 
found that it contained arsenic and anti- 
mony. The arsenic reaction was stronger 
than that of the antimony. A piece of the 
Japanese jar, which was broken off by 
Acting Inspector McCullagh and given to 
the witness, was tested by him, and found 
to have white arsenic incrusted upon ft. 

When the tea tray and the piece of the 
Japanese vase were exhibited, Mrs. Fleming 
spoke excitedly to Prof. Witthaus, who 
sat next to Mr. Brooke, shaking her head 
negatively, as if to deny her ownership of 
these articles. This outburst seemed to 
arouse her during the remainder of the 
morning session, ac from that time until 
the court adjourned she evinced a keen 
interest in the testimony, and spoke to her 
half-sister and counsel almost constantly. 

Mr. Brooke, in the course of his cross- 
examination of Dr. Scheele, asked, among 
other things: 

Q.—Did you, 
to the Coroner, use the phrase, 
stomach, with contents, five ounces 
drachms?’’ A.—Not that I remember. 

Q.—Did you say ‘‘ Full weight of pie five 
ounces?’’ A.—Not that I remember. 

Q.—Did you say ‘‘ Full weight of vomit six 
drachms?’’ A.—Not that I remember. 

Q.—Did you further say, ‘‘ appearance of stom- 
ach very healthy, with hinod vessels congested? ’’ 

‘Your Honor,” said Mr. McIntyre, “I 
wish to know if counsel for the defense is 

reading from the testimony in chief of the 
witness or from a report that the witness is 
supposed to have made?” 

“Tt does not matter,’’ said the Recorder, 
*‘so long as counsel asks the witness ques- 
tions out of his testimony that he can re- 
member.”’ 

“They are very good questions,” said Mr. 
Brooke, ‘‘and on your Honor’s ruling I 
shall ask plenty more of them.” 

Several questions were then put by Mr. 
Brooke to show how long it took the wit- 
ness to make his analyses. This did not 
lead to much, apparently, and Mr. Brooke 
suddenly asked him what part he took in 
the Harris trial. This, too, did not yield 
much, and Mr. Brooke turned swiftly back 
to the tests which the witness had made 
in order to prove his chemicals pure before 
submitting the suspected articles to chem- 
ical analysis. 

The time occupied by making the analy- 
ses necessary to establish the absence of 
volatile, ptomaine, and vegetable poisons 
was next taken up and considered. Some 
of these tests took only a few minutes, oth- 
ers as much as three-quarters of an hour. 
Q.—How long, doctor, did it take you entire- 
ly to make your tests from first to last? A.— 
Sixty hours, : 
Q.—How long did it take you to make your 
final examination of the ‘stomach? A.—From 
Sept. 3, 1895, to Jan. 18, 1896. 

Q.—How much time did you occupy in your 
examination. of the volatile poisons? A.—Two 
hours and a half. 

Q.—How much time did it take you to make 
your examination of the mineral poison? A.— 
ight hours. 

«Q.—How long for ptomaines? A.—Three-quar- 
ters of an hour. 

Going into personal history, Mr. Brooke 
drew from Dr. Scheele that he came to 
this country in 1891. He first worked for 
almost nothing, he said. Then he became 
manager of a drug store in Brooklyn, aft- 
erward coming to this city and becoming 
‘ne peemneer of a drug store in Whitehall 
treet. :

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PALISADES BILL IN DANGER. 





Military Committee at Washington 
May Make Unfavorable Report. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

In an illustrated pamphlet just issued by 
the Palisades Commission occurs the fol- 
lowing passage, referring to the territory 
embraced in the bill before Congress, pro« 
posing its preservation from the ravages 
of stone contractors: 

The extent of territory that must be restricted 
from defacement is from Edgewater, opposite 
Gen. Grant’s tomb, to Piermont, a distance of 
sixteen miles. Not only the vertical wall of 
basalt, but its approaches at each end, its 
portals, so to speak, must be preserved from 
mutilation, 

Nature has clearly @efined these portals. A€ 
each end there is a wooded eminence, a little 
back from the river front, leading the eye to a 
depression in the hill, beyond which there rises 
a beautiful, sloping, rounded, promontory, at 
the summit of which, on the river shore, the ver- 
tical wall of basalt begins, and for eleven miles 
continuously challénges the passer’s admiration 
by its bold and picturesque front rising sheer 
from 300 feet to 550 feet above the river leveb 
and fringed at its base with the picturesquely 
wooded talus. The State of New-Jersey,, the 
State of New-York, the American Nation, can» 
not afford to have this front gashed by greedy 
contractors. 

This statemet will not oniy meet with 
general approval, but is exactly what pub- 
lic sentiment has so long strenuously de- 
manded—the protection of the face of the 
Palisades from further defacement. The 
pamphlet was issued long after the bill 
drawn up by the Commissioners, and known 
at H. R. bill 2,187, had been presented to 
Congress, and referred to the Military Com-= 
mittee, (Dec. 18, 1895,) where, to quote from 
the Chairman, J. A. F. Hall, “‘at the ree 
quest .of several gentlemen interested in 
the project, we have let the question rest 
with the idea that it would die here.”’ 

The Commissioners say in their pamphlet, 
“its approaches at each end, its portals, so 
to speak, must be preserved from mutilae 
tion.”’ .H. R. bill 2,187 leaves off from ones 
half to three-quarters of a mile of the up- 
per. end of the Palisades, “‘its portals, s@ 
to speak,’ and defines the northern limit 
as the ‘“‘north line of Washington Spring 
Road extended to high-water line of the 
Hudson River.’’ On April 15 Senator Sewell 
of New-Jersey introduced another bill of 
the Palisades Commissioners in the United 
States Senate, (S. bill 2,861,) similar in its 
provisions to the one already in the hands 
of the Military Committee of the House, 
with the exception that another change in 
the northern limits had again decreased 
the area of the proposed reservation and 
left out 3,200 feet more of the Palisades in 
New-York State, and the Senator is report- 
ed as saying that he did not regard it 
within the province or power of the United 
States to take the action the bill required. 
In this later Senate bill all that is left of 
the Palisades in New-York State is 2,100 
feet, the definition of the line being Monu- 
ment No. 6, instead of Washington Spring 
Road. Inquiry as to the cause of this aban- 
donment of a mile and a half of the Pali- 
sades and releasing it from the protection 
of ‘“‘ the State of New-York and the Ameri- 
ean Nation,’’ discloses the fact that the 
residents along this section, citizens of New- 
York, objecting to being condemned and 
converted into a military reservation, had 
sent a protest to the Commissioners, with 
a plain statement of their purpose to follow 
it up to Albany and oppose the bill intro« 
duced there, ceding jurisdiction to the Nae 
tional Government over their homes and 
property. 

However commendable the act of the 
Commissioners in respecting the property 
rights of these residents may seem, it cane 
not be justified as impartial, and when 
measured by prescribed official duties, ese 
cape the criticism of being absolutely 
wrong; in fact, their own statement, “ not 
only the vertical wall of basalt, but its ap- 
proaches, at each end, must be preserved 
from mutilation,’’ conveys a clearer view 
of what should have been their official ac- 
tion than any comment possibly can. 

This exemption of a mile and a half of the 
upper Palisades left the Commissioners only 
2,100 feet within the boundaries of the State 
of New-York, and they did not hesitate 
from that small standpoint to dispose of 
eleven miles and about 2,000 acres in New- 
Jersey, and, having succeeded in getting 
their bill into the hands of the llitary 
Committee at Washington, they have also 
been successful in keeping it from géttin 

ont. Chairman Hall writes, under date o 

April 8, ‘““I have been urged by friends of 
the measure from New-York not to bring 
it before the full committee if there is to 
be an unfavorable report. [I have no ques- 
tion, if taken before a full committee, an 
unfavorable report would be made.” ; 
This situation may preserve the Palisades 
Commission, but not the Palisades, which 
is important, for blasting operations are go- 
ing on daily; and the title of all the prop- 
erty inelud within the limits of this abs 
surd military scheme remains indefinitely 
under a cloud because friends of the meas- 
ure from Néw-York have urged the com- 
mittee not to report their own bill. 

A sense of outrage is arousing the better 
sentiment of the people to ask the Military 
Committee. in. common justice to report 
H. R. bill 2,187, one way or the other, and

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LAST DAY AT FLEETWOOD 
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TWELVE HEATS TROTTED TO DE- 
CIDE THREE RAOES. 





Azmon Wop the First Event fn 
Straight Heats After a Close Fin- 
ish—Charles W. Kelloggs, His Own- 
er, Saw the Horse Win—Gratefal 
Won the Second Race After Los- 


ing Two Heats—The Meeting a 


Big Success. 


For the first time in the history of the 
Driving Club of New-York a profitable 
Spring meeting has been held at Fleetwood 


Park. The programme, which began on 
Tuesday and ended yesterday afternoon, 


was not well supported by the horsemen in 


‘the way of entries, but the attendance 
lehroughout the week has been unusually 
large. For the farewell appearance of the 
early campaigners yesterday there was the 
best patronage of the four days, and the 
spectators were treated to some very en- 
joyable sport that lasted through twelve 


heats. ; 

There were no tedious delays in scoring, 
Starter Newburger getting the fields away 
promptly. Frank Bower of Philadelphia, 
who was for many years President of the 
Belmont Driving Club, came over to see the 
battles of the light-harness steppers, and 
was invited to act as one of the judges. 
With him were Arthur Benson of Brooklyn 
and Addison Johnson of, Port Chester, the 
Sheriff of Westchester County. They had 
a close finish to decide in the first heat of 
the day, when Island Girl, the favorite for 
the 2:18 trot, and Azmon, 4 powerful bay 
stallion, owned by Charles W. Kellogg of 
this city, came under the wire heads apart. 
The two fliers had raced together from the 
word, and as Island Girl was at the pole 
she seemed to have a shade the best of it, 
but the point of view from the judges 
stand showed Azmon a nose in front. 

The mile in 2:16% gave the winner a new 
record, just a second below his former 
mark, and proved to be Island Girl’s limit. 
It only thawed Azmon out, however, for 
when “Gen.” John Turner went at him 
with Jettie, the powerful-going trotter 
shook her off in clever fashion, stepping 
the next two heats each in 2:154. The re- 
sult was somewhat of a surprise to the 
talent, who thought Island Girl equal to 
repeating her success at Parkway last Sat- 
urday, when she trotted the last two heats 
over the half-mile course in 2:17%, and 
seemed to have a link or two left in both 


miles. 
This new sensation from Long Island 


was a rank puller, when Howard Hayden 
of East Williston took her in hand, but she 
behaved so well in her engagement at 
Gravesend that this fault seemed to be 
cured. The fast clip set in the scoring yes- 
terday brought back the old habit, and 
Hayden said before the first heat that he 
did not expect to win. For all that, the 
little mare gave a very fair account of 
herself for one mile, but the effort told on 
her, and she dropped back in the next two 


heats. 

Azmon had not started before this year, 
though he did some fast brushy work at 
Parkville Farm, where John H. Powers, 4 
clever reinsman of Brooklyn, gave him his 
preparation. Mr. Kellogg, who is the father 
of Peter C. Kellogg and one of the well- 
known firm of live-stock auctioneers bear- 
ing that name, bought Azmon at one of the 
Palo Alto sales held by them, when he 
was a colt. He gave the stallion a record 
of 2:23% at four years, and reduced it to 
2:17% last season in the third heat of a 
winning race at Gloucester, N. J. His sire, 
Azmoor, is one of the half-bred trotters 
that Leland Stanford obtained by mating 
Biectioneer with thoroughbred _ mares. 
Mamie C., the dam of Azmon’s sire, was 
got by imported Hercules, and his own 
aam, Ahwaga, comes of trotting stock, be- 
ing by General benton, whose daughter, 
Waxana, produced Sunol, out of Irene, by 
Mohawk Chief, a son of Rysdyk’s Hamble- 
tonian. : 

On the card, Azmon was given as owned 
by Peter C. Kellogg, who was at Fleetwood 
and stated that the trotter was the sole 
property of his father. The old gentleman 
also saw his speedy stallion win his first 
engagement of the year and received many 
congratulations as the fortunate possessor 
of so goo} a horse. ; 

There Was another surprise in the 2:30 
trot; when Grateful, after finishing comfort- 
ably near to Miss Anne for two heats, cut 
loose in the third one and defeated the 
mare without further delay. The judges 
aid not think John Kinney was trying with 
the gelding, and called him to the stand 
before the third heat. On receiving his as- 
surance that he would win if possible they 
gave him ancther chance. Charles Nolan 
of Philadeiphis, the owner of Grateful, 
stated to a reporter for THE New-YORK 
Times that the horse had been very sick 
early in the year, and he did not expect him 
to do anything before July. When the gray 
trotter made the favorite step the first 
mile in 2:19%, a new mark for her, it was 
by no means certain that he could last 
through a hard race, but Grateful proved 
te be in better shape than either Mr. Nolan 
or his trainer imagined. The winner was 
formerly owned by W. H. H. Achuff, an 
other Quaker City turfman, and came here 
with a record of 2:30, made in 1894. He re- 
duced this to 2:21%4 yesterday, and is sure 
to get down in the ‘“‘teens’’ the next time 
he scores. Operetta, the young mare from 
New-Haven, who won the 2.30 trot at 
Parkway, caught cold on the short trip to 
Morrisania and was drawn after the first 
heat. 

When the trio of Brooklyn pacers came out 
for the sweepstakes that ended the meet- 
ing. Newsboy was a strong favorite. He 
had little trouble in securing the first heat, 
as Touch Me Not rushed off her stride and 
fell far back, while Roscoe got so demor- 
alized that he was behind the flag. 

The contest was more exciting in the sec- 
ond heat, as Touch Me Not kept steady, 
and, taking the lead down the hill, shook 
the dun pacer off, and beat him about 
four lengths, in 2:144%. It proved an ex- 
hausting effort for the mare, as she made 
breaks in the next two heats, leaving News- 
boy master of the situation in moderate 
time. 

Fleetwood’s next important meeting will 
be in September, as part of the Grand Cir- 
cuit tournament that commences. next 
Month in Michigan. James Butler, Presi- 
Gent of the Driving Club, who had two 
winners during the week in Baron Crisp 
and Valleau, sails for England this after- 
noon with his family. He will be absent 
for about two months, returning in time 


to see the crack performers when they

Shifting Ballast on the Niagara. 


LONDON, June 5.—The Field will to-morrow 
publish a letter from the Council of the Yacht 
Racing Association to Mr. Howard Gould, in- 
quiring if the yacht Niagara is fitted with tanks 
that are capable of being used for shifting bal- 
last.

Bits of Yachting News. 


—Commenting upon the race of the Meteor, 
the London Times said that the display made 
by her justifies the opinion that she is far 
away the fastest large cutter ever seen in British 
waters.

A NEW JEWELERS’ ASSOCIATION. 





Jobbers of American Watches Pro- 
posing to Unite for Protection. 


Boston, June 5.—A plan has been drawn 

up for the formation of a new association 
of jobbers of American watches by Elfhu 
Root, the New-York lawyer, who has had 
considerable experience in matters of that 
kind, and it will be submitted to a conven- 
tion of representative men in the business 
some time this month or next in New-York 
City. 
The plan, in brief, provides for an agree- 
ment between the association to be formed 
and the manufacturers with a rebate sys- 
tem, the discount thus allowed being pay- 
able to the individual jobber through the 
Treasurer of the association on affidavit 
that price lists have been adhered to. Mem- 
bers of the association, provided the man- 
ufacturers accept the agreement, are to be 
thus favored above outsiders, and the job- 
bers are to give the preference in handling 
goods to manufacturers who thus cater to 
the combine for their mutual advantage. 

A. V. Huyler and E. 8. Smith of New- 
York are the authorities of a circular sent 
out from the Organization Committee to 
Boston jobbing jewelers. Of the score or 
more handlers of watches in jobbing lots 
in this city nearly-all have signed this call. 





OREGON ELECTION YET IN DOUBT. 


Returns Indicate the Election of a 
Republican and a Populist. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, June 5.—Ellis (Rep.) 
has gained a lead of 192 over Quinn (Pop.,) 
in the Second District Congressional 
fight. The fight in both the First and Sec- 
ond Districts is so close that nothing short 
of a contest will decide who is elected. 

The latest figures obtained give 61 Repub- 
lican members of the Legislature out of 90. 

Thomas H. Tongue, (Rep.,) candidate for 
Congress in the First District, is 67 behind.

RECORDER GOFF REVERSED AGAIN 
BY APPELLATE DIVISION, 





- 


Cassnta, Convicted of Manslaughter, 
to Have a New Trial—The Charge 
as to. Burden of Proof Against 
the Settled Rule of Law—Instruc- 
tions Tending to Bias the Jury— 


Conviction Against Weight of 


Evidence. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court yesterday handed down an opinion 
reversing the finding of the lower coyrt in 
the case of Francesco Cassata, convicted be- 
fore Recorder Goff, in the Court of Gen- 


eral Sessions, of manslaughter in the first 
degree and sentenced to nineteen years’ im- 
prisonment. The reversal secures to the 
prisoner a new trial. This is the fourth 
time the Appellate Division has reversed 
the Recorder. It has sustained him once. 

Cassata, a barber at Fiftieth Street and 
Sixth Avenue,’ on Feb. 4, 1895, shot and 
killed Francisco Barcia, a _ butcher, in 
Elizabeth Street, near Houston, with whom 
he had been at enmity for some months. 
He pleaded self-defense, and the evidence 
showed that Barcia had a loaded revolver 
in his pocket when he was shot. Two wit- 
nesses at the trial swore that he made a 
motion as if to draw the weapon before 
Cassata fired the fatal shot. 

The chief points made in the brief on the 
appeal are accusations against Recorder 
Goff for bias and vindictiveness. William 
F. Howe defended Cassata, and in his ar- 
gument before the Appellate Division he 
said: ‘‘ Never in my many years of expe- 
rience at the criminal bar have I seen such 
a determination from the beginning, such 
an absolute desire on the part of the Court 
to secure a conviction. The charge was 
unfair and the evidence was willfully mis- 
stated by the trial Judge. In effect, the 
Recorder told the jury the rule of law as 
to self-defense, and then charged that there 
was no evidence to support the defendant’s 
belief as to his danger.’’ 

The opinion, written by Justice Morgan 
J. O’Brien, is concurred in by Justices Van 
Brunt, Barrett, Rumsey, and Ingraham. It 
reviews the evidence and says: 

It was conceded thai the defendant shot and 
killed the deceased, and the trial was mainly 
concerned with the plea of self-defense. In 
this, besides his own evidence, the defendant is 
supported by six other Italians, who, while dif- 
fering in detail as to the occurrence, agree upon 
the point that the deceased was the ag- 
gressor. * * * 

The failure of the prosecution to produce any 
witnesses to show what took place immediately 
preceding the shooting left the question as to 
whether it was or was not done in self-defense 
to be determined by the jury from the version 
given by the defendant and his six witnesses. 
Unless they were entirely unreliable and un- 
worthy of belief, or their testimony on its face 
bore the inherent marks of improbability, there 
was seemingly a preponderance of evidence to 
support the plea of self-defense. * * * 

According to the testirmony of these witnesses, 
which is uncontradicted, it would appear that 
the defendant, while standing upon a_ public 
street, was suddenly, accosted by the deceased, 
wno, with a razor, in a case or partly open, ap- 
proached him in a threatening manner, and, after 
spitting in his face, told him in effect that he 
intended to take his life; that the deceased was 
a stranger to the prisoner, and that the latter 
believed that this unprovoked attack was the 
carrying out of a threat which had been made 
by one Dorse, with whom the prisoner had had 


a quarrel that morning, and who likewise threat- 
ened that he wpguld compass the prisoner’s death. 
od * 


The great preponderance of evidence seemingly 
supported the defendant’s version, that he en- 
deavored to avert a quarrel, and, upon failing 
in this and unable to find a means of escape, he 
in self-defense fired the first shot, and upon 
then running and being pursued by the deceased, 
he turned, actuated by the same motive of pro- 
tecting his life, and fired the second time. 

While .the Court considered that the ver- 
dict was against the weight of evidence, 
the opinion states that as the jury is the 
ultimate tribunal for the determination of 
questions of fact, it does not set it aside 
on that ground. It holds, however, that 
where the defense was so strongly support- 
ed and the question of guilt so ciose, er- 
rors in charge or rulings could not be con- 
sidered harmless. Extracts from the Re- 


corder’s charge are quoted, which, the 
opinion states, could not have failed to im- 
press the jury with the Court’s view that 
the defense was shallow, suspicious, and 
unreliable. The opinion continues: 

But passing from the facts to the law, in 
speaking of reasonable doubt, the learned trial 
Judge said: ‘‘ You must hold the scales fairly 
and evenly, and you must bear in mind that, 
of the two men engaged in that transaction, one 
of them speaks for himself, while the other’s 
voice is stilled in death; that that death was 
caused by this defendant, and that it is for 
this defendant to show, and to satisfy you be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, that the act was jus- 
tifiable, under the rules of law which you have 
heard.’’ 

It is a settled rule of law that the burden of 
proof in a criminal case never shifts, and the 
people are bound to make out a case against the 
prisoner beyond a reasonable doubt. * * & 

Without discussing the other exceptions relied 
vpon, we think, upon an examination of the 
entire record, that the defendant is entitled to 
a new trial, and the judgment of conviction is 
accordingly reversed and a new trial ordered. 

This is the fifth of the Recorder’s rulings 
that have been taken to the Appellate Di- 
vision. In the matter of William D. Fox, 
convicted of selling oleomargarine, the 
court sustained the Recorder. The convic- 
tion of Abraham S. Friedlander, for re- 
ceiving stolen property, was reversed be- 
cause the learned Judge did not give the 
jury complete instruction and refused to 
instruct them that the proof of previous 
good character was a legal defense. The 
conviction of Dennis Mullens was reversed. 
William J. Karlsice, convicted of desertin 
his wife, was set free because, ‘“ although 
there was little doubt of his guilt, he was 
aeprived, by the shutting out of competent 
evidence, of his legal rights.”

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JAPAN FRIENDLY TO AMERICA. 


_—__: 
Significant Speech by the Newly Ap- 
pointed Minister to Washington. 


Toxo, Japan, May 20,—Hoshi Toru, the 
newly appointed Japanese representative to 
the United States, has just made a speech 
to his constituents, in which these words 
occur: 

“The first country that: showed herself 
ready to grant us a treaty on terms of 
equality in lieu of the unequal treaty 
that has been in operation was the 
United States. Thus, that America has 
shown herself eminently friendly,to Japan 
is unquestionable. It is further undeniable 
that she has always treated us with perfect 
fairness. It will be my auty as Japancse 
representative in Washington to show to 
Americans the sentiment entertained by 
Japan toward them.” 

The announcement that Russia and Japan 
had arrived at an entente with regard to 
the preservation of order in Corea proves 
to have been premature. No definite un- 
derstanding has yet been reached. The 
points under discussion are these: 

First—The returm of the King to his own 
Ppaiace, his continued residence in the Rus- 
sian Legation having become ridiculous side 
by side with any pretense of independent 
sovereignty. 

Second—The stationing of foreign troops 
in the Corean capital, which involves, of 
course, the withdrawal or continued pres- 
ence of one or both of the forces, Rus- 
sian and Japanese, now quartered there. 

Tnird—The disposal of the line of tele- 
graph between Seoul and Fusan. 

During the fifteen months ended with 
March of the current year, the number of 
commercial and industrial enterprises in- 
itiated or reorganized with increased cap- 
ital in Japan was 747, and the aggregate 
capital involved was 629,000,000 yen. Many 
of these companies will not reach the stage 
of practical working, but under any cir- 
cumstances they indicate a condition of 
great activity. s 

More than two-thirds of the new projects 
are in the, field of banking and railway con- 
struction. Next in importance come e#® 
change and insurance business and cotton 
spinning. There are also tolerably ex- 
tensive programmes of muslin weaving, 
silk and wool spinning and weaving, rail- 
way rolling stock and electrical plant, 
manufactures and shipping. 

The silk and tea producing districts of 
Japan have peen visited by heavy frosts, 
a most unprecedented phenomenon in the 
month of May, and the result is reported 
to have impaired the mulberry trees and 
tea plants to the extent of some 380 or 40 
per cent. of their average yield. 









WATERMELONS ARE HERE AGAIN, 





Will Not Be So Plientifal This Year, 
but They May Be as Cheap. 


The watermelon is here again, but still in 
small quantities. It will soon arrive, how- 
ever, in larger quantities, by the carload 
and trainload, from Georgia, and also from 
South Carolina, and while the supply will 
be smaller than it was last year the fruit 
will be just as cheap. A large fruit com- 
mission merchant said yesterday: 

“The supply of melons from Georgia this 
year will be considerably below that of last 
year. There are two reasons for this. One 
is that prices obtained for melons here 
have not been satisfactory to the growers. 
They were too low. Another reason was, 
that the price of cotton was advanced last 


year, and many planters decided to plant 
cotton instead of watermelons, imagining 
that there would be more money for them 
in that. But as prices of cotton have come 
down again, it is a question whether those 
planters will be gainers by the change of 
crops. 

‘*“About how much less will be the proe- 
duction of melons in Georgia this year? 
That is rather a difficult question to an- 
swer just at present, but I think the de- 
crease will be fully twenty per cent. There 
does not, however, seem to be any design or 
desire on the part of receivers to take ad- 
vantage of the shorter crop,and charge high- 
er prices. There would be no sense in that, 
as they know that money is scarce among 
the masses, for many people would forego 
melons and eat peaches instead, and if 
peaches are dear they will economize, and 
then both receivers and shippers will be 
losers in the end. From present appear- 
ances watermelons will be just as cheap as 
they were last year.”’ 

Strawberries from the South are nearly 
out of the market now, and the more 
northerly varities are coming in. South 
New-Jersey strawberries, and also straw- 
berries from up the Hudson, in good shape 
and unaffected by the early drought, are 
arriving in considerable quantities, and are 
selling at fair prices. Blackberies and 
huckleberries are no longer luxuries. There 
are some peaches in the market, but mostly 
poor in quality. 





LOOKING AFTER ITS | INTEREST. 





Johns Hopkins University and Its 
Baltimore and Ohio Stock. 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 5.—The Johns Hop- 
kins University Trustees have been wide 
awake to the university’s interests since 
Dr. Gilman resigned the Presidency in favor 
of the New-York School Superintendency. 
In addition to raising $200,000 to increase 
the intellectual attractions of the univer- 
sity, the Trustees met to-day and took 
steps for the further protection of their 
charge. 

The Johns Hopkins University is the 
owner of $1,100,000 of first preferred stock 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany. The certificates expressly stipulate 
that 6 per cent. interest is guaranteed out 
of the gross earnings of the road: Since 
the road went into the hands of receivers 
the statement has been made that other 
holders would resist the payment of the 
preferred claim. It was to prepare for this 
possible struggle that the Trustees met to- 
day. They consulted leading lawyers, and 
appointed a committee to try to enforce 
the payment of the interest when it shall 
be due, July 1. 

Should the university be deprived of the 
income of the Baltimore and Ohio invest- 
ment it would be crippled seriously. 





Aged Locksmith Attempts Suicide. 


William H. Bullick, sixty-one years old, who 
lived with his wife at 186 West Fourth Street, 
and who kept a small locksmith’s shop at 131 
Clinton Place, attempted suicide in his shop 
yesterday afternoon, by shooting himself in the 
forehead. ’ 

The old man was a well-known character in 
the neighborhood and at one time did a good 


business. Reverses led him to drink and he 
was subject to fits of despondency. He was 
alone in his shop at about half-past 5 o’clock 
vesterday afternoon, when persons in Eugene 
Rau’s cigar store, which is over Bullick’s place, 
heard a shot fired. As they were guessing what 
it meant, Bullick walked up stairs and into the 
store. He was bleeding from a wound in the 
middle of his forehead. Looking around, he 
said: ‘‘ I’ve shot myself. What’ll I do?’”’ 

Rau ran out and called in Policeman Casassa, 
who summoned an ambulance, Bullick was taken 


to Bellevue. The bullet plowed its way right 
through the skull, coming out at the top of 
the head.

NOT THE ALTERNATIVE. 
Mr. SETH Low, in submitting to the 
Rapid Transit Commission his resigna- 
tion as a member of that body, says: 
“The recent decision of the Appellate 
Court makes construction work under 
the present law impossiple. It merely 
remains in the power of the commission, 
under existing circumstances, to do what 
may be possible to increase the rapid- 
transit facilities of the city by some en- 
largement of the elevated railway sys- 
tem.” If this were in fact the only al- 
ternative, Mr. Low woyld be justified in 
refusing to waste any more time with 
the business, and none of the Commis- 
sioners could be blamed for resigning. 
But the of the Appellate 
Court” is not a judicial decision and 
does not affect the validity of the rapid- 
transit law or impair the powers of the 
commission, nor does it relieve the com-

mission of the duty, imposed by the law 
and by a vote of the people, of construct- 
ing rapid-transit railroads for the city. 
In refusing to confirm the report of its 
own Commissioners in favor of construct- 
ing and operating the railroads as al- 
ready planned the court put its decision 
on the ground that the cost was too un- 
and would be so great as to 
trench upon the debt limit of the city and 
impair its credit. In short, it upset all 
that had been done and disappointed the 
hopes of the city on a matter of prac- 
judgment which had been much

tical 
more thoroughly considered by men far 
more competent to deal with it than the 
Supreme Court Judges. It was within 
its power under the law and doubtless 
within its duty, as the Judges regarded 
it, to set aside the work of experts by a 
decision which as to the particular sub- 
ject was quite inexpert. But this really 
disposed only of the plan of constructing 
an underground road with four tracks on 
a level through lower Broadway without 
the consent of the owners of half the 
property along the route—a confessedly 
difficult and ccstly undertaking. 
Simultaneously with Mr. Low’s letter 
of resignation appeared at the meeting 
of the Rapid Transit Commission a com- 
mittee of the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany with proposals for ‘‘some enlarge- 
ment’ of the elevated railway system,” 
with which Mr. Low naturally and prop- 
erly wished to have nothing to do. These 
proposals, as outlined at the meeting and 
to be submitted in writing next week, 
have a very familiar look. They are sub- 
stantially the same as those brought for- 
ward by the Manhattan Company three 
years ago when the first Rapid Transit 
Commission under the act of 1891 had 
failed, after two years’ labor, to dispose 
of a franchise to a responsible bona-fide 
bidder under the law as it then was. 
The Manhattan Company tried to take 
advantage of the situation then te get 
all it wanted without rendering any ade- 
quate compensation for the further use 
of streets and the increase of its privi- 
leges. The commission insisted upon get- 
ting some justice for the city by making 
it a condition that the company should 
agree to pay 5 per cent. of the net re- 
ceipts from its whole system. The com- 
pany refused to come to any reasonable 
terms and lost its opportunity. Then 
the law was changed so as to provide for 
submitting the question of municipal con- 
struction to a vote of the people and for 
carrying out that plan under the new 
commission then created if the vote 
should be in the affirmative. The alter- 
native of disposing of the franchise to 
any corporation was to be disposed of by 
the same vote. 
After the vote had been declared and 
the new commission had entered upon its 
work for municipal construction, the law 
with reference to extensions of existing 
lines was modified so as to make the con- 
currence of six members of the commis- 
sion necessary to authorize them and 
make the requirement of an annual rent- 
al, to be prescribed by the board, obliga- 
tory.

But its scheme is not the 
only alternative now. The Rapid Transit 
Commission has not’ exhausted its pow- 
ers and it has not accomplished its duty 
under the law. It is required to ‘ con- 
struct” a ie. system. It is au- 
thorized to permit the extension of the 
Manhattan system. To use in the way 
proposed the authority which the law 
leaves to its discretion would make still 
more difficult and probably impossible 
the performance of the duty which the 
law makes mandatory. ‘‘ Under existing 
circumstances ” its first duty is to refuse 
any enlargement of the elevated railway 
system and devote itself to modifying ‘its 
routes and plans for a municipal rapid- 
transit system: 








THE ST, PAUL’S RECORD. 


The fact that the American-built liner 
St. Paul has beaten the record from 
Southampton to New-York is a legiti- 
mate subject of National pride. Every 
American who does not know from per- 
sonal recollection knows from hearsay 
that in the age of wood and canvas 
American ships had the advantage in the 
competition for the commerce of the 
world. They were the swiftest carriers 
of the seas, and their superiority was 
recognized in the charges they were able 
to,make for carrying. 

When wood and canvas were succeeded 
by iron and coal, it was reasonable to 
expect that the same National qualities 
that had given us an advantage under 
the old order would give us an advantage 
under the new. So they would have done 
if the change from the old order to the 
new had not been synchronous with the 
civil war that drove American commerce 
to seek shelter under foreign flags and 
thus destroyed our wooden fleet. But 
this loss would have been speedily re- 
paired if our obsolete navigation laws 
and our prohibitory tariff, itself a legacy 
of the war, had not combined to prevent 
American shipbuilders from regaining 
the position from which they had thus 
been driven. 

JOHN RoacH and other American ship- 
builders were misguided enough to agi- 
tate for the maintenance of the tariff 
laws and of the navigation laws. Under 
this double protection they built ships 
that they could neither sail nor sell in 
competition with those of other nations. 
It was only when a breach was made in 
the Chinese wall and, by way of avowed 
exception, Americans were allowed to 
buy two ships abroad that American 
shipbuilders had a chance to show what 
they could do. 

The record voyage of the St. Paul 
shows what they can do. She has beaten 
the time of the two ships that were al- 
lowed to be bought as models, and it 
seems likely that she has beaten the rate 
of speed attained by any British-built 
steamers afloat except the two cracks of 
the Cunard Line. The moral of this per- 
formance is so plain that he who runs 
can read it.. The same qualities that 
made the American merchant marine of 
forty years ago the wonder of the world 
still survive, though they have been so 
largely diverted from their old channel, 
The arts of shipbuilding and of seaman- 
ship are latent only and not dead. The 
American marine, though not a thing of 
the present, is a thing of the future as 
well as of the past. “Give her but 
room, and do not bind her when she 
sleeps,” and the spirit of enterprise that 
once carried the American flag to the 
front of the international race will carry 
it there again. Instead of designing 
crack yachts for victory in toy contests, 
the talent of our Herreshoffs would be 
devoted to producing ships that will once 
more command the preference in all ports. 








THE POLICE BOARD TROUBLE. 


The public has not yet been allowed to 
understand the exact cause of the un- 
fortunate dead-lock in the Police Board 
over promotions, and it is about time the 
matter was cleared up. The attitude of 
this “reform board,” which started off 
with so much promise of harmony in all 
good work, is anything but gratifying, 
and there should be some means of hav- 
ing personal motives subordinated to the 
claims of the public service. 

It appears that three Commissioners 
are in favor of promoting Capts. Brooxs 
and McCuLLaGH, who have been Acting 
Inspectors for about a year, to the reg- 
ular grade of Inspector, and Commission- 
er PARKER objects. The promotions can- 
not be made without a unanimous vote 
unless recommended by the Chief of Po- 
lice, and Chief ConLIN will not make the 
recommendation. Commissioner PARKER 
says he has good reasons for opposing 
the promotion of Brooks and McCuL- 
LAGH, but the other Commissioners say 
the reasons, so far as known to them, are 
not good, and they will agree to no other 
promotions until these are disposed of. 
What PARKER’s “reasons” are the pub- 
lic has not been told, and it has a right 
to know if he is going to insist upon 
holding up the public business of an im- 
portant department. He is accused of 
political motives and he charges his col- 
leagues with political designs, which only 
gives the case a worse aspect. 

Commissioner PARKER refuses to ex- 
plain or to budge from his position, and 
it is understood that he has refused to 
resign and has practically defied the 
Mayor to remove him. He can only be 
removed upon charges and after a hear- 
ing, and then only with the approval of 
the Governor. There is talk of taking 
such proceedings upon charges which 
have nothing to do with the actual rea- 
son for wishing to get Mr. PARKER off 
the board where he is said to be an ob- 
structionist. These proceedings are not 
likely to succeed unless there is some- 
thing more against him than has yet ap- 
peared. He will be entitled to a trial be- 
fore the Mayor and the case will be re- 


| be got rid of simply because he is not 
wanted. ; ‘ 

He will not, however, put himself in a 
‘very favorable light before the public if 
he continues to “hold up” promotions 
without giving some valid reason and to 
keep the Police Board in a dead-lock, to 
the injury of the efficiency of the depart- 
ment and the discipline of the force. He 
may show how unwise the present law is 
and how foolish the Mayor was to ap- 
point him as the representative of an 
“organization,’’ but he cannot get any 
credit from a public service of that kind. 








GUOD CURRENCY AND PLENTY OF IT, 


No one can believe more strongly than 
we in the absolute need of the gold stand- 
ard. Tue Times has steadily done all in 
its power to bring the opinion of the 
country to an understanding of this 
need from the’ moment, now a genera- 
tion ago, that the legal-tender notes of 
the Government began to spread their 
subtile influence in obscuring this need. 
It opposed the repeal of the law by 
which these notes wére at first made ex- 
changeable for interest-bearing bonds, 
and it has never ceased to urge the res- 
toration of that right. It is plain enough 
now that had that right not been repu- 
diated, the cost of the war would have 
been far less than it was, that the war 
debt would have been raised with far 
less burden to the resources of the coun- 
try, and that we should have got back 
to specie payments without the terrible 
strain to which we were subjected. The 
Government currency would have been 
kept substantially at par, and while the 
interest-bearing debt might have been 
increased—though that is not certain—it 
would have been insignificant compared 
to the enormous loss that was veiled by 
the depreciation of the notes. 

But it is by no means enough for the 
progress, development, and prosperity cf 
the country that. by firm adherence to 
the gold standard, the currency should 
be kept of uniform and constant value.. 
There should also be sure provision for 
all the currency of this sort that can be 
used. Nor is there in reality any prac- 
tical difficulty in providing all that can 
be used without serious risk of excess, 
All that is required is that the currency 
not in profitable use shall be immediate- 
ly and at all times redeemed. As an 
example of what we mean, take the Suf- 
folk bank system of New-England, under 
which all notes of New-England banks 
were received by the Suffolk Bank and 
redeemed or sent for redemption to the 
banks issuing them. So simple, com- 
plete, and automatic was this system 
that the entire bank circulation of New- 
England in *1858—$40,000,000—was but 
one-tenth of the redemption by the bank 
in that year, which amounted to $400,- 
000,000. In effect every note was re- 
deemed once in about thirty days; every 
note practically did work in exchanges of 
ten times its face value. There was no 
excess of issue, because so soon as the 
note was not profitably employed in the 
hands of the holder it went back to the 
issuing bank. Nor was there any serious 
lack of currency, for so soon as the notes 
could profitably be used they were again 
got from the bank. 

Our present paper currency consists, in 
round numbers, of three-fourths legal- 
tender notes and silver certificates and 
one-fourth bank notes. The curse of this 
currency is double. There is doubt as to 
its absolute regulation by the gold stand- 
ard, and it is rigid. At times it is far 
too much for the needs of the country. 
At other times it is too little. It has no 
relation to business and cannot be adapt- 
ed to it. And that would always be true 
of any fixed currency, and particularly 
true of currency fixed by law. Congress 
can no more tell how much currency 
business requires than it can tell how 
much land should be planted to potatoes 
or how much iron should be mined. Any 
farmer or any iron miner would regard 
as sheer lunacy the giving of such pow- 
ers to Congress, and yet the power to fix 
the volume of the currency is infinitely 
more important and its use is sure to be 
infinitely more mischievous. In the fight 
for the gold standard this must not be 
forgotten. Congress can and should fix 
the standard, and then it should provide 
for the issue of all the currency that can 
be kept constantly redeemed according 
to that standard, whether it be much or 
little. To do this it is not necessary to 
withdraw all the Government notes; it 
is enough to make sure that they can be 
turned into gold on demand, and there is 
undoubtedly a low maximum amount 
which might safely be left in circulation. 
It is folly to propose a purely gold cur- 
rency or to give the notion that that is 
the alternative to the withdrawal of 
Government paper. The real alternative 
which the country should have is an 
elastic bank currency based on gold and 
redeemable and redeemed, when not in 
use, in gold. 








THE PRICE OF TARIFF REVISION. 


The Republican Party was unable to 
pass the McKinley bill in 1890 until it 
had conciliated the Republican Silver 
Senators by means of the Sherman Sil- 
ver Purchase act. As Mr. TELLER said 
in the Senate on April 29: 


“We had in this body a majority for 
free coinage, and we who were in favor of 
a tariff bill were in favor of a free-coinage 


get it we wanted something that would 
come near to it. We did not believe that we 
could use the tariff bill to secure free coin- 
age. We had in the White House a Pres- 
ident who had said to numerous members 
of this body that if a free-coinage bill came 
to him he would veto it. We did not be- 
lieve the Executive would sign a bill if it 
had a free-coinage measure attached, al- 
though it might be a tariff bill that suited 
him. We knew then that if we put the 
free-coinage bill upon the tariff bill the 
free-coinage bill and the tariff bill both 
alike would be lost. But we determined 
that we would put the free-coinage bill upon 
the tariff bil, which we knew we could do. 
That we said we would do, That is why 
the Republicans on this side who had been 
opposed to free coinage yielded, not to free 
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bill if we could get it, and if we could not. 


Republicans and secure their votes. Mr. 
President, that is the unvarnished fact.” 

We have recently said that with Mc- 
KINLEY in the Presidential office the Re- 
publican Party would be most positively 
committed to a revision of the tariff, and 
that it would not be possible to procure 
this revision without obtaining the votes 
of Republican Silver Senators by passjng 
at the same time a bill designed at ieast 
to undermine the gold standard in the 
interest of silver. The Sandusky (Ohio) 
Register, referring to our remarks, can- 
not understand how tariff revision will 
involve dangerous silver legislation. Un- 
doubtedly, it says, the Republicans will 
revise the tariff. ‘That is conceded by 
everybody.” But why should revision 
be accompanied by silver legislation? 

What was the situation in 1890? What 
was the price paid then for the votes of 
the Republican Silver Senators in. sup- 
port of the McKinley bill? The perni- 
cious Silver Purchase act. Does not our 
contemporary see that without the as- 
sistance of the Republican Silver Sena- 
tors no Tariff bill can be passed in 1897 
or 1898? 
for their votes anything less than was 
granted six years ago? No; they de- 
mand something more. If the Republic- 
an Party shall be successful, will it fore- 
go all tariff legislation in the next Con- 
gress because it will be impossible to 
procure it without satisfying the Silver 
Senators? Senator MANTLE’s paper, The 
Butte (Mon.) Inter Mountain, a Repub- 
lican journal, republished a few days ago 
one of our editorial articles relating to 
Mr. McKINLeEy’s silver record, the silver 
price which was paid for the Tariff bill 
in 1890, and the price which would be 
demanded again if similar tariff legisla- 
tion should be proposed. Its comment 
was: 

“THE TimMEs article should -be read and 


studied by all free coinage men. It shows 
in what party the hope of free coinage lies.” 


We direct the attention of our contem- 
porary in Sandusky to the following 
from The Denver Republican: 


“It thay be accepted as absolutely certain 
that the Silver Senators from the West will 
hold the balance of power as between the 
high and the low tariff forces in the Sen- 
ate, and will refuse positively to cast their 
votes for any protective tariff law until a 
bill for the free and unrestricted coinage of 
both gold and silver 1s first passed by both 
houses and signed by the President.” 


How much will the Silver Republicans 
demand? How much would the Repub- 
licans in Congress pay for a tariff bill if 
they should be successful in November? 
Would they give their Silver men an- 
other Bullion Purchase act, and, if that 
should not be enough, would they give 
more for the votes without which they 
could pass no tariff bill? Would Mr. 
McKINLEY, who has voted for the free 
coinage of silver and who denounced two 
years ago those who voted for the repeal 
of the Silver Purchase act, saying that 
they “struck silver down’”’—would he 
veto any silver bill which might be 
passed as the price of tariff revision? 








THE SCULPTORS’ PROTEST, 


The protest signed by the President of 
the - National Sculpture Society against 
the barbarous: procedures of Gen. Dopanp 
and the committee of the Army of the 
Tennessee is not less dignified for being 
extremely pointed. It is, in fact, unan- 
swerable, and that may be the reason 
why Gen. DopGr and his committee have 
not attempted any reply to the chorus of 
indignation which has preceded it and 
which spontaneously broke ottt on the 
announcement of their award. Some 
volunteer apologists of theirs have under- 
taken their defense and have been so 
mauled that it is no wonder the commit- 
tee has not come forward in its own de- 
fense. 

Indeed, its members have left themselves 
nothing whatever tosay. Suppose, to put 
their action on a higher ground than can 
really be maintained for it, suppose they 
had determined to award the statue to 
the best likeness in bronze of Gen. SH=R- 
MAN and of one of his horses, that that 
was their notion of an equestrian statue, 
and that upon that point they considered 
themselves, in conjunction with the Gen- 
eral’s family, the best possible judges. 
In that case, why should they have asked 
the advice of anybody else? If they had 
not asked the advice of experts in sculp- 
ture and had not pretended that they 
were going to, they would have had the 
usual collection of models from unem- 
ployed sculptors, of whom each one’would 
have had in view as his chief object to 
meet the ignorant views of the commit- 
tee. They would probably not have been 
troubled at all with the models of Messrs. 
BARTLETT and NigeHaus if they had not 
promised to consult experts. But when 
they had made this promise they showed 
something worse than mere ignorance 
and presumptuousness in,not keeping it 
in good faith. Their own judgment disa- 
greed, quite naturally, with that of the 
men who knew something about the mat- 
ter. There was then nothing for them to 
do but to y%eld to the opinion of the bet- 
ter judges. Instead of this, they admit- 
ted the authors of the models they pre- 
ferred and of the models the experts pre- 
ferred to a second competition, of the re- 
sults of which they themselves assumed 
the sole judgment. Probably if this pur- 
pose of theirs had been made known in 
advance the two sculptors chosen by the 
experts would have declined to go to the 
expense of the second competition—and 
were really tricked into doing so. In that 
case Messrs. BARTLETT and NrieHavs, as 
well as Messrs. PaRTRIDGE and BusH- 
Brown, seem to have good causes of ac- 
tion against the committee. 

If the committee had not held out false 
pretense of an expert judgment, it would 
now be comparatively happy. The United 
States would still pay for a bad statue, 
which is unfortunately no novelty, but it 
might fairly be said of any reputable 
sculptor who went into the competition 
that he had taken his risk and that he 
was served right.

It is to be hoped that lovers of civiliza- 
tion in general, as well as the Sculpture 
Society in particular, will contest the 
proposed waste of public money at every 
step. ‘In any case, American cities, other 
than Washington and than New-York, 
which already has assurance of a worthy 
memorial of Gen. SHERMAN, ought to be 
interested by the authoritative announce- 
ment that two designs for a monument 
to Gen. SHERMAN have been prepared, 
either of which is worthy of execution. 








It not only ‘“‘ masquerades in our midst,”’ 
but it borrows a ‘‘ sacred mantle,” alleged 
to be the property of ‘‘ True Science,” for 
“its better concealment.” These state- 
ments, made in a circular written and pub- 
lished by the New-England Anti-Vivisec- 
tion Society, are aimed at Vivisection, pe>- 
sonified as a versatile monster. This New- 
England society is delighted because one of 
the comic newspapers has lately taken up 
the anti-vivisection cause, as productive of 
good stuff for filling, and is turning out 
weekly numbers of grim vivisection jokes. 
This shows that the Anti-Vivisectionist, 
like the agitator generally, lacks a sense 
of humor. One of the cheap sensational 
newspapers, too, has lately been making 
capital out of “the horrors of vivisection,” 
and has entertained its public with a gro- 
tesquely illustrated imaginary account of 
the vivisection of a man. The anti-vivi- 
sectionists themselves boast that they are 
carrying on their war by the pen, which 
they hold to be, in the hands of men su- 
premely great, mightier than the scalpel. 
They are burdened by the fear that crim- 
inals condemned to death will shortly be 
handed over to vivisectors. The fact that 
a bill to this end was actually introduced 
in the Ohio Legislature, however, simply 
proves that there are cranks on both sides.

MOHONK CONFERENCE ADJOURNS, 


A Formal Plea for International Arbi- 
tration Is Made. 


MoOHONK LAKE, N. Y., June 5.—The third 
and last day’s session of the Arbitration 
Conference was opened with a vigorous 
plea by William Allen Butler of New-York, 
for a permanent tribunal of arbitration. 

The conference adjourned this evening 
after adopting the following: 


In the settlement of personal controversies 
civilization has substituted the appeal to law 
for the appeal to force. It is high time for @ 
like substitution of law for war in the settle- 
ment of controversies between nations. Law 
establishes justice; war simpl demonstrates 
power. Such a substitution of law for war 
requires a permanent tribunal to which all 
nations may appeal. Its personnel may change, 
but its judicial life should be continuous; its 
mere’ existence would often prevent controversy, 
and its decision would become a recognized 
interpretation of international law. It would 
not impair the sovereignty, lessen the dignity, 
nor hazard the honor or safety of any nation. 
The enforcement of its judgment might be 
safely left to the moral obligations of the nation 
— and the moral sentiments of man- 
nd. 

Such tribunal should be so constituted that 
all civilized nations may, if they choose, by ad- 
hering to the treaty constituting it, avail 
themselves of its benefits. Disarmament of 
the nations should follow such recognition of, 
and provision for, the reign of reason over the 
passions of mankind. 

The facts that during the past year the Inter- 
Parliamentary Peace Union, containing Pare 
liamentary representatives from fourteen Euro- 
ean powers, has formulated a plan for an 
nternational tribunal; that France has officially 
proposed to this country a permanent treaty of 
arbitration, and that it is semi-offictally reported 
that negotiations are pending between the 
United States and Great Britain for a similar 
treaty, justify the belief that the way is now 
open to create between this country and France, 
and, perhaps, other powers also, some permae 
nent system of judicial arbitration as to the 
essential safeguard of civilization. 

We assure President Cleveland that a great 
majority of his countrymen will hail the con- 
summation of such a treaty as the auspicious 
harbinger of welfare to the world, assuring peace 
among leading nations, security and expansion 
to industry and commerce, steadier employment 
at more remunerative wages to -workingmen, 
more exalted civilization, a condition of the 
world more in accord with the enlightened 
conscience of man and the loving will of God. 

We earnestly call upon statesmen, ministers 
of every faith, the newspaper and periodical 
press, colleges and schools, Chambers of Com- 
merce and Boards of Trade, organizations of 
workingmen, and upon all good men and women, 
to exert their influence in favor of this move- 
ment, both in making known to the President 
their desire for a permanent tribunal and in 
helping to create a larger public sentiment 
against war, which shall be an efficient and 
constant support of the new judicial system 
thus to be founded. 

Pleas for arbitration were made by @ 
number of gentlemen. 

Congressman F. H. Gillette of Massachu- 
setts claimed that Congress is not unrep- 
resentative of the American people, and 
that the popular feeling inst England is 
such that a declaration ef war within the 
= six months would have been sustained 
y nine-tenths of our citizens.

YELLOW FEVER AIDS THE REBELS, 


The Dread Scourge Brought on by the 
Rainy Weather Attacks the Troops. 


Havana, June 3, via Tampa, June 5.—The 
dry season can be considered practically 
closed. Ever since the last fifteen days it 
has been raining fearfully. In Havana the 
rains have been periodical for the last 
week, beginning at about 2 P. M. and last- 
ing until 6 P. M. In the country, from re- 
ports received all around, rainfall has been 
considerable. It is said that the Mapana 
Swamp, forming the southern section of the 
Trocha or military line from Mariel, has 
overfiowed, and that the tremehes and 
ditches which had been made have all dis- 
appeared. 

In consequence of this state of things, the 
Military operations, at least on the Span- 
ish side, have come to a standstill. All the 
troops are cooped up in the towns in the 
interior untouched by the rebels, and the 
tortified cities on the coast. Not so with the 
insurgents, for this is the appropriate sea- 
son for them, as~it permits them to rove 
unmolested throughout the country, thus 
justifying their boasts that they are the 
masters of the field. 

As a result of the climatic change that 
terrible scourge yellow fever has made its 
appearance, and it is said is playing havoc 
to an alarming extent, particularly with 
the troops. The Government tries to hide 
the truth, but somehow it manages to leak 
out, and although no accurate data can be 
obtained, for no statistics are allowed to 
be published, still it is known that the 
malady has extended all over the island, 
and the death rate is very great. In some 
olaces, as for instance, the military line, it 
s known that there are hundreds attacked 
with this terrible disease, and that it is 
increasing daily in alarming proportions. 
Smallpox has also made its appearance in 
many towns and cities, especially in Sancti 
Spiritus and Cienfuegos, in which latter 
places 96 deaths occurred last month, there 
being 166 cases now on record. 

That Gen. Weyler has failed in his Cuban 
campaign is admitted by everybody, even 
by the rabid Spaniards. His unfitness to 
cope with the insurgents is manifested 
daily. .No outward demonstrations have 
been made as yet, but in private conversa- 
tions, denunciations are made of his in- 
ability to quell the revolution. Spaniards 
are getting despondent, and the emigration 
of their prominent leaders, including San- 
tos Guzman, is significant as tending to 
show the loss of faith in their cause, which 
they now consider doomed. 

The Madrid papers have already initiated 
a campaign against Gen. Weyler. Some are 
very bitter in their attacks, as, for in- 
stance, La Paz, recently started to defend 
the Autonomist solution for Cuba. An- 
cther, the Ejercito Espafiol, has attracted 
a great deal of attention on account of its 
high authority, it being the organ of Gen. 
Lopez Dominguez, ex-Minister of War, the 
abiest General of the Spanish Army. It 
has published two leading -veditorials crit- 
icising Weyler’s tactics, and strongly de- 
fending Gen. Bernal from the charges made 

ainst him. in the Cacarajicara affair, 
which is judged very severely. 

The Belmont extradition case is creating 
some attention here. It is known on good 
authority that the Government will deny 
the extradition of Mendoza, on the ground 
that he first committed a crime here for 

‘which he has to be tried first by the Span- 

ish courts, and, if found guilty, must suf- 
fer the penalty here before handing him 
over to the American authorities. It is be- 
‘lieved here that no complications will arise 
from Spain’s refusal to deliver Mendoza, 
as she is perfectly justified, according to 
the international laws. Prominent lawyers 
consulted agree on this point. 





CECIL RHODES AT BULAWAYO. 


Be Talks to the Citizens and Gives 
Them Advice, 


BuLawayo, June 5.—Cecil Rhodes, in a 
spech delivered to the inhabitants of this 
place, said that if he was allowed to re- 
main and work with them, he foresaw 
that the charter of the British South 
Africa Company would lapse, and the peo- 
ple become autonomous. This would not 
injure the shareholders in the company. 

He ridiculed the idea that Rhodesia would 
amaigamate with the Transvaal or be an- 
nexed to Cape Colony. He did not believe 
that the people would assent to be governed 
from Cape Town.

Loxvon, June 5.—A dispatch from Pre- 
toria to The Pall Mall Gazette says that 
the four leaders of the Johannesburg Re- 
form Committee—Lionel Phillifs, Col. 
Francis Rhodes. George Farrar, and John 
Hays Hammond, whose condemnation to 
death was recently commuted to fifteen 
years’ imzrisonment—have been rele 
on parole. 

Mr. Hammond, the dispatch says, is 
about sailing for Southampton en route 
for the United States. It is reported that 
each of the four was fined £10,000. 

‘Lhe Daily News will to-morrow publish a 
dispatch from Pretoria saying that the Ex- 
ecutive Council of the Transvaal has post- 
poned until June 11 its final decision in the 
case of the leaders of the Reform Commit- 
tee. 





A GREAT FAMINE IN TONQUIN. 


Cholera Expected to Add to the Ter- 
rors of the Situation. 


Toxio, Japan, May 20.—Tonquin is suf- 
fering from a terrible famine. Last year 
the rainfall was so meagre that this 
year’s harvest is a failure, and, as the An- 
namites are improvident, living from hand 
to mouth, the distress is now very great. 

The parents are selling their children 
for a few cents, and pillage is rife. The 
French Governor General has taken some 
steps to alleviate the misery, but the re- 
sources at his command are inadequate. 
Should cholera be added to the famine, as 
seems not improbable, the calamity will 
assume appalling dimensions. 


China Apologizes to Germany. 


Lonpon, June 5.—A dispatch from Nan- 
kin to The Globe says that the report that 
a German officer named Krause was killed 
a few days ago by the body guard of the 
Viceroy of Nankin is incorrect. The officer 
was maltreated by the Chinese, however, 
and upon the arrival of the German war- 
ships, which are now at Nankin, the Vice- 
roy apologized for the treatment to which 
the German officers who were lent by 
Germany to drill Chinese troops had been 
subjected, and gave assurange that Krause 
and his fellow-officers should not be mo- 
lested in future. ¥ 


The Pacific Cable Conference, 


Lonpon, June 5.—The Pacific Cable con- 
ference was opened here at 2:30 P. M. to- 
day. The Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
Secretary of. State for the Colonies, made 
the opening address, after which the gen- 
eral question of the desirability of a Pacific 
cable was considered. After to-morrow’s 
sitting the conference will adjourn for 
three weeks, in order to enable some of the 
delegates to attend the International Tel- 
egraph Conference in Buda-Pesth. 


Beheaded for a Double Murder. 


BERLIN, June 5.--A criminal named Oehl- 
mann was beheaded at Brunswick early 
this morning for the murder of his aunt 
and cousin. On his way to the place of 
execution Oehlmann attempted to commit 
suicide by throwing himself over the prison 
staircase, dragging with him the Warden 
who had him in charge. The Warden was 
frightfully hurt, and is dying. 


Another Coronation Accident. 


Lonpon, June 5.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of The Daily News telegraphs that dur- 
ing the coronation festivities at Minsk, cap- 
ital of the Russian Government of that 
name, the railing of a bridge over the river 
gave way, precipitating a large number of 
persons into the water. Many of them 
were drowned. 


The Hungarian Festivities. 


Bupa-Pestn, June 5.—The festivities at- 
tending the Hungarian millennial celebra- 
tion, the inaugural ceremony of which 
began on May 2, were resumed to-day. The 
principal feature of the ceremonies was 
the public exhibition of the emblems of roy- 
alty. The weather was perfect, and the 
streets were thronged with people. 


A New Railroad for China. 


Lonpon, June 5.—The Vienna correspond- 
ent of The Daily News telegraphs that the 
Russo-Chinese Bank has obtained a con- 
cession from the Chinese Government for 
the construction of a railway from Man- 
churia to Pekin. The capital will be 100,- 
000,000 gold rubles. 


A French Expedition Routed. 


Paris, June 5.—The Government is in 
receipt of information that the French 
expedition which recently left Salaga en 
route for the Niger, has been routed by 
the natives. Three Europeans and many 
natives belonging to the expedition were 
killed by poisoned arrows. 


Anarchists in Barcelona. 


BARCELONA, June 5.—Two bombs were 
found to-day in a dust heap near the ca- 


thedral at the conclusion of a Corpus 
Christi procession. Several Anarchists 
have been arrested. on suspicion of intend- 
ing to cause an explosion. 


The Bering Sea Convention. 


LONDON, June 5.—The Bering Sea conven- 
tion, which will shortly be laid before the 
House of Commons, appoints a commission 
to decide upon the individual Canadian 
claims. The convention will not be pub- 
lished here this week. 


To Assist the Cretans, 


ATHENS, June 5.—A national committee 
has been formed here for the purpose of 
assisting the Cretans, who are in rebellion 
against the rule of the Turks.

STATUES OF MEADE AND HANCOCK 
UNVEILED AT GETTYSBURG. 


—_- 


A Notable Gathering of Civil and Mil- 
itary Celebrities—Meade'’s Grand- 
son Unveils the Monument to His 
Ancestor—A Glowing Tribute Paid 
to the Soldiers of the Seuth by 
Mr, Bingham—Peace Reigns over 
the Whole Country. 


GETTYSBURG, Penn., June 5.—Statues of 
Gen. Meade and Gen. Hancock were un- 
veiled on the Gettysburg battlefield to-day. 

The equestrian statue erected by the State 
of Pennsylvania in honor of the memory 
of Gen. George G Meade, commanding the 


Army of the Potomac, was unveiled this 
morning in the presence of a large number 
of distinguished military officers and civil- 
ians. Master George Gordon Meade, a 
grandson of the General, unveiled the 
Statue. As the drapery fell Light Battery 
C, Third United States Artillery, fired a 
Salute. Dedicatory exercises were then con- 
ducted by George G. Meade Post, No. 1 
Department of Pennsylvania, G. A. R. The 
statue was then formally delivered to the 
Governor of the Commonwealth by Brevet 
Brig. Gen. J. P. S. Gobin of the commis- 
sion which had charge of the erection of 
the statue. 

Gov. Daniel H. Hastings of Pennsylvania 
received the statue on behalf of the Com- 
monwealth in a few brief and appropriate 
words. Upon the conclusion of the Gov- 
ernor’s: remarks, Brevet Major Gen. David 
McM. Gregg, who commanded the Second 
Cavalry Division at Gettysburg, was in- 
troduced as the orator of the day. 

The exercises were held at the site of 
the monument, just in the rear of the 
“Bloody Angle.” On the stand were seated 
Gov. Hastings and Mrs. Hastings, Adjt. 
Gen. Stewart and the entire Governor's 
staff, Major Gen. Nelson A. Miles, United 
States Army; Brig. Gen. John R. Brooks, 
United States Army; Major Gen. David 
McM. Gregg, Col. George G. Meade, the 
son of the General; Attorney General Mc- 
Cormick, Auditor General Mylin, State 
Treasurer Haywood, Gen. Latta, Private 
Secretary Beitler, Col. John P. Nicholson, 
Henry H. Bingham, Major William H. 
Robbins, and Major Charles H. Richard- 
son of the Gettysburg National Park Com- 
mission, and Gen. John P, Taylor, Major 
W. H. Hartshorn, and Col. R. Bruce Rick- 
ets of the Pennsylvania Monument Com- 
mission, H. E. Bush Brown, the sculptor 
of the Meade statue, and Edwin Elwell, the 
sculptor of the Hancock Monument. 

Chaplain Stevens of Meade Post, No. 1, 
G. A. R., made the invocation. When the 
flags fell from the statue a great shout 
went up from the crowd that ceased only 
with the roar of the cannon in salute. 

At the conclusion of Gen, Gregg’s oration, 
Major Gen. Miles, Brig. Gen. Brooks, and 
Seulptor Bush Brown made short ad- 
dresses. ; 

The equestrian statue in honor of Major 
Gea. Winfield Scott Hancock, commanding 
the Second Army Corps, was unveiled late 
this afternoon with ceremonies similar to 
those of this morning. Brevet Brig. Gen. 
Henry H. Bingham, who was on Gen. 
Hancock’s staff, at Gettysburg, delivered 
the oration. He said, among other things: 

“What are the lessons of this field of 
blood, valor, and death? Do they teach 
us much or little? ‘A brave man knows no 
malice, but at once forgets in peace ,the 
injuries of war, and gives his direst foe a 
friend’s embrace.’ 

“ While, as a citizen and a soldier, re- 
calling what was done at Gettysburg for 
the preservation of the Union, I may vent- 
ure to hope that the time is coming, if It 
has not already arrived, when we shall 
celebrate this field as a festival of peace, 
rather than a festival of war, I doubt if 
t e be a dozen intelligent men among 
those who followed Lee from those Cash- 
town Hills, or charged with Pickett over 
these clover-blossoming flelds, who, with 
the knowledge open to whoever will read 
and think, and our recent experiences in 
self-government, would revive the Lost 
Cause, with all therein implied. It was a 
delusion, foolish, frenzied, impossible. The 
eannon shot alone could bring the true 
awakening. And none in our citizenship 
breathe more freely than those who passed 
through the dreadful delusion. 

“The peace thus attained, and as at- 
tained, was good for the North as well as 
for the South. As a soldier, who, in a 
humble way, was a part of that struggle, I 
should feel that even that victory was bar- 
ren which did not bring with it recon- 
ciliation. We bore from this field the olive 
branch as the unfading emblem of frater- 
nity, rather than the laurel, with the sug- 
gestions of strife. We bear the olive branch 
to-day, and in its proffer, as well as in a 
loyal acceptance of that proffer by our 
Southern friends, we have, I am proud to 
believe, the consummation of an undying 
and invincible Union. 

“We should remember that this was a 
war of the people; that the soldiers who 
came upon this field were but an armed ex- 
pression of the loyalty which remained at 
home. Gettysburg was a people's battle. 
The skill of the schoolman and the training 
consequent upon military experience were 
not without their effect. But, taken all 
in all, it was the American man fighting 
the American man. 

“There was reason in the provocation to 
war, reason and wisdom in peace. We 
were one at the beginning; we are one at 
the end, and -with underlying, intervening 
bonds of sympathy, which not even battle 
could sever, but which grew in strength 
and grace every day.*° No American can 
regard Gettysburg with sorrow or shame. 
Gettysburg was the victory of knowledge 
over ignorance, of humanity over tyranny, 
of wisdom as against folly, of the school- 
house superseding and suppressing the auc- 
tion block and the shackles of the slave, 
of patriotism conquering rebellion, of truth 
opposed to falsehood. It was Lincoln tak- 
ing hands with Washington to save the 
Republic, which our first President had 
founded. Upon this fleld caste fell, free- 
dom arose, never to fall again, and Ameri- 
can valor found its warrant to be respected 
over the world 

“Stricken with heavy wounds, the 
mighty shade of our comrade in arms, ‘cf 
stainless name, of unblotted record, of 
immortal memory,’ our Hancock passes in 
review. This illustrious commander of a 
chivalrous army fitly represents the chiv- 
alry of the war. This is the man whom 
to-day we came to honor. And thus he 
passes in solemn midnight review. 

“The clang and din of battle here give 
place to the soothing voices of the night. 
The furrows once torn with,suffering and 
death now yield to the rfpening grain. 
The fear of imminent doom no longer dark- 
ens the fireside. The Gettysburg of the 
Secession war, fast melting into history, 
will become the Marathon of a new gener- 
ation. The silent host passes on to be lost 
in the shadows and the gloom. The shades 
of Gettysburg march in review before even 
a mightier shade than, that of Napoleon. 
This sublime presence, before whom the 
shadows pass, this, their beloved, immortal 
Lincoln, who returns their salute with a 
most gracious, sad smile, likewise shed 
his blood, and from his heart and brain 
came the inspiration which impelled them 
to victory. Lincoln was with’ them in sor- 
row and pain; he is with them now, even 
in this mighty review. sharing with them 
the joy of silence and peace, bequeathing 
the lesson of his life and his death. As 
this silent pageant is suffused into impar- 
tial, infolding night, we pray that should 
the hour come to the present as it came 
to the past generation, our people may em- 
ulate the self-sacrificing and devotion to 
which this field bears everlasting tribute.”

CREDIT MEN'S ASSOCIATION. 
Meeting to be at Broadway Central 
Hotel Tuesday. 


Since the ‘*‘ World’s Fair Congress on 
Credits, Collections, and Failures’’ there 
has been much agitation by a great num- 
ber of prominent credit men and the vari- 
ous trade papers of the necessity and ad- 
vantages of both State and National or- 
ganizations of credit men. The movement 
has recently taken definite shape, and a 
call for a “ National Convention of Credit 
Men” has been issued. The Toledo Cham- 
ber of Commerce, appreciating the advan- 
tages of such a body of men assembling 
in Toledo, issued an invitation April 29 for 
a “National Convention of Credit Men” 
to convene there June 23, 24, and 25. About 
150 prominent credit men in the various 
cities were selected as members of the Na- 
tional Executive Committee. 

W. H. Preston, credit manager of Knapp, 
Spalding & Co., Sioux City, Iowa, who for 


the last three years has devoted much time 
and consideration to the various questions 
that will come before the convention, and 
to whom more than to any other credit 
man, is due the great interest being taken 
in the forthcoming convertion, was made 
Chairman of this committee. Upon the in- 
vitation of the New-York City Credit Men’s 
Association, Mr, Preston will address the 
association and the various Eastern mem- 
bers of the National Executive Committee 
at the Broadway Central Hotel Tuesday, 
June 9, at 4 o’clock P.*M. He will discuss 
the purposes of the “ National Association 
of Credit Men” and the constitution as 
proposed by the various members of the 
National Executive Committee, and other 
questions concerning the movement and 
attendance upon the Toledo convention. All 
credit men of this and near-by cities are 
cordially invited to this meeting. The pur- 
poses of the National Association, succinct- 
ly stated by the Chairman of the National 
Executive Committee, are as follows: The 
better protection of our credits, the reduc- 
tion of losses from bad debts, the preven- 
tion of fraud and injustice to creditors, the 
prosecution and punishment of fraud, the 
reformation and improvement of our col- 
lection laws, the improvement <of our com- 
mercial reporting system, the improvement 
of collection methods, and the improvement 
of ‘present methods of handling. bankrupt 
estates, &c. 

From present indications the National 
convention at Toledo will be very largely 
attended. Credit men are not invited by 
delegations, but credit men everywhere are 
invited to attend. 


SUPT. CONDON’S MIXED RECORDS. 





Seeming Irregularities Brought Out 
Before Fire Commissioners. 


Edward O’Meagher Condon, Superintend- 
ent of Repairs to Buildings for the Fire 
Department, was on trial again yesterday 
before the Fire Commissioners, who desire 
him to explain seeming irregularities in 
his records. 

Capt. Lawler of Engine Company No. 13 
testified that some work for which Super- 
intendent Condon had invited bids was 
finished at the engine house before the 
bids were received. Superintendent Con- 
don thought a mistake had been made, but 
when confronted with Capt. Lawler’s rec- 
ord, he admitted that the Captain was cor- 
rect. 

“If the record is verified by witnesses,” 
said President La Grange, ‘‘ and it is proved 
that the bids were received after the com- 
pletion of the work, it will be a serious 
matter for you, Mr. Superintendent, and 
for the contractors who did the work.” 

Superintendent Condon denied having 
seen a stamp certifying to the regularity 
of several requisitions questioned by the 
Commissioners until two weeks ago, but 
when shown one which he had counter- 
signed in September, 1895, he admitted it 
was his, but could not explain it. 

Records showing that specifications for 
work done in February were not filed until 
May were exhibited, and Superintendent 
Condon said he thought a mistake had been 
made somewhere. 

Mr. Condon was asked why he had not 
kept a complete record of the time when 
contract work was begun and finished, and 
he said.The City Record office had failed 
to supply him with repair time books. 
Commissioner Sheffield called up The City 
Record by telephone and was informed that 
those in charge had the receipts of the 
messenger who received the time books for 
Superintendent Condon. 

ommissioner Sheffield was angry at the 
Superintendent's inability to give definite 
answers when questioned, and told him he 
had always pretended to keep a faithful 
record of his official business. He directed 
Mr. Condon to bring all his records to the 
hearing to-day, and said Contractors 
Hughes, Carroll, Burns, Higgins, and Walsh 
would be examined as to their work for 
the Fire Department. 





OBITUARY RECORD. 


Daniel D. Westervelt. 


Daniel D. Westervelt, one of the great 
shipbuilders who made New-York famous 
in the ante-bellum,era as a shipbuilding 
centre, died suddenly at his Summer home 


near Belmar, N. J., Thursday evening. He ' 


was born in this city in 1828, and upon 
completing his education entered the ship- 
yard of his father, the late Mayor Jacob A. 
Westervelt, and learned the science of 
shipbuilding so thoroughly that many of 
the most famous California clippers, pilot 
boats, and steamers built before the war 
were designed by him. Among the ships 


he assisted in designing and building was 
the United States steamship Brooklyn. He 
was decorated by Spain for distinguished 
services as a builder for that nation. 

At the opening of the war he was select- 
ed as agent of the United States at New- 
York to procure from private owners ves- 
sels suitable for warships, and to pass upon 
their suitability, and was instrumental in 
adding several hundred vessels to the fleet. 
His long and arduous services in this di- 
rection were highly appreciated by Presi- 
dent Lincoln, and were performed in such 
a high-minded and patriotic manner as to 
win the respect and admiration of all who 
knew him. He retired from business after 
the war, and had since lived in retire- 
ment. 

Mr. Westervelt was a man of unimpeach- 
able honesty and integrity, and had many 
qualities which endeared him to his many 
friends. While modest and unassuming, 
his benefactions were many, and until he 
retired from business few men were better 
known or more liked by the ship carpenters 
of New-York. He was a widower, and had 
ne children.

WasnHiIncTron, June 5.—Representative 
Sereno Payne of New-York demonstrated 
in the House to-day that he could be quite 
as good a Czar as Mr. Reed. While he 
was serving as Speaker pro tem., the con- 


tested election case of Martin (Pop.) against 
Lockhart (Dem.) from the Sixth District 
of North Caroiina came before the House. 

Mr. Strode, (Rep., Neb.,) demanded the 
previous question on the resolution declar- 
ing Martin entitled to the seat occupied by 
Lockhart. The previous question was or- 
dered and Mr. Bailey, (Dem., Texas,) moved 
to substitute the resolution of the minority 
of the Elections Committee No. 2 declar- 
ing Lockhart entitled to his seat.

Amid considerable confusion, the Speaker 
pro tem. proceeded to put the question to 
the House on the adoption of the resolu- 
tion of the majority of the committee to - 
seat Martin, against which Mr. Bailey 


vigorously protested. He demanded the 
yeas and nays on the question of recom- 
mitting the case, to which the Speaker pro 
tem. replied that he thought the demand 
came too late. 

“I was on my feet,’ hotly retorted Mr. 
Bailey, ‘“‘to demand the yeas and nays, 
when I was interrupted by this Repub- 
lican applause of a Republican Speaker for 
his refusal to respect the Constitutional 
rights of a member.”

“But, Mr. Speaker,” said Mr. Bailey, non- 
plussed by this attitude and ruling, “the 
vacant seats on this side testify to the 
fact that there is no quorum present. I 
appeal from the decision of the Chair.” 

“The Chair declines to entertain the ap- 
peal,” said the Speaker pro tem. 

Mr. Strode, (Rep., Neb.,) moved to recon- 
sider the last vote, and to lay that motion 
on the table, but, seeing that it might lead 
to a division.of the House, and, therefore, a 
formal and official ascertainment of the 
fact that a quorum was not present, with- 
drew it. 

“I renew the motion, Mr. Speaker,” said 
Mr. Bailey. 

This would have developed the absence 
of a quorum if permitted to take the usual 
course, but before a division could be asked 
on the question Mr. Grow, Rep.. Penn.,) 
demanded the yeas and nays, but under 
—— suggestion withdrew the de- 
mand. 

“TI renew it,” hastily said Mr. Bailey. 
But he had lost his chance, for he could 
not muster strength enough to second his 
demand, and the motion to reconsider and 
to lay that on the table was agreed to. 

Mr. Martin appeared and was sworn in. 

The House also decided the contest in the 
Sixteenth District of Illinois, unseating Mr. 
Downing (Dem.) and awarding his place to 
John I. Rinaker, (Rep.) In the course of 
the discussion of this case, Mr. McMillin 
(Dem., Tenn.,) pleaded in behalf of the con- 
testee for postponement of consideration 
“for a reasonable time—say, until to-mor- 
row.” 

An inquiry by Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio,) 
at this juncture cipitated the most vio- 
lent and disorderly scene of the session. 

“In view of what we have seen here to- 
day,”” he asked, “can the gentleman from 
Tennessee assure us of the presence of a 
quorum at that time?” — 

Mr. McMillin rushed furiously down the 
aisle and shouted: ‘‘ Whenever there is any 
dirty work to do in a contested election 
case the gentleman from Ohio can be de- 
pended on to furnish a quorum.” 

Mr. Moody (Rep., Mass.,) here interposed, 
and, impressively raising his hand, said: 
“As one who has stood by the contestee 
in this case throughout, and who expects 
to vote for him to retain his seat, I most 
earnestly deplore that remark of the gentle- 
man from Tennessee. I ask for the previous 
question.” 

Mr. McMillin started to make some re- 
sponse, but his voice was almost drowned 
by cries of “ Regular order!’’ by Republic- 
ans and the pounding of the gavel. 

Partial quiet was restored, but Mr. Gros- 
venor started the trouble afresh. 

“The gentleman from Tennessee,”’ he 
said, ‘‘has been pointing his finger at me 
and ejaculating something. I could not 
understand what. If I am entitled to know 
what it is from the reporters’ notes, I 
should like to be informed, fo that I may 
answer it. If not, I ask that the report- 
ers be directed to omit his remarks from 
the record.” 

Mr. McMillin bounded down the aisle at 
this, accompanied by shouts and cries from 
the Republicans, who thereby endeavored 
to acquaint Grosvenor with their inion 
that he ought not to pay any attention to 
MeMillin’s outburst, and by renewed vigor- 
ous pounding on the desk by the Speaker 
pro tem. The Speaker pro tem. stated that 
the remarks by Mr. McMillin were out of 
order and would not be preserved in the 
record. 

Quiet having been again restored, the 
yee pe question was ordered by a vote of 
64 to 57.

WHISKY IN LUDLOW STREET JAIL. | 


Watchmen Who Had to Divide Their 
Pay with an Unknown. 


The hearing on the charges against Sher- 
iff Tamsen was continued yesterday, and 
more interesting testimony concerning the 
management of Ludlow Street Jail was 
given, 

Robert Steiner was recalled to the wit- 
ness stand, and Deputy Attorney General 
Hasbrouck tried to prove the authenticity 
of a letter written by Antonio Gonzales, a 
former prisoner in Ludlow Street Jail, in 
which Gonzales wrote to Steiner that he 
had paid $79 to keepers for whisky. The 
objections by Gen. Tracy resulted in very 
little important testimony from the witness 
being admitted. 

Mrs. Jennie Williams, who was in Lud- 
low Street Jail from Jan. 29 to March 15, 
said that early one morning, when she was 
ill, Keeper Rumpf entered her room with 
medicine and she ordered him out. He re- 
fused to leave. Rumpf, however, said noth- 
ing of an improper nature. Mrs. Williams 
admitted that she made a teposition saying 
that Mrs. Kuenstler had said she woud get 
Rumpf out of the jail, though she said she 
never heard Mrs. Kuenstler say so. 

Louis 8. More, who was in the jail five 
days in January, said he took the poor 
debtor’s oath and got his meals from a 
neighboring restaurant. 

Gen. Tracy said the Sheriff had nothin 
to do with the food of prisoners purchas 
outside the jail, but Mr. Hasbrouck said he 
wanted to prove that the Sheriff charged 
the county for prisoners’ meals for which 
the prisoners themselves paid. He had a 
bill for meals that the Sheriff sent to the 
Controller while More was in the jail, and 
which contained the names of all the pris- 
oners at 17 cents a meal. 

Isaac Cowan corroborated Isidore Isaacs’s 
statements concerning the brutality of 
Keeper Buchanan toward Isaacs and the 
ollification that was held in the jail on 

ew Year’s Eve. He said whisky was 
served to every one, and all went to bed 
that night feeling very happy. A dry goods 
dealer named erzog,. who roomed with 
him, he said, had half a pint of whisky 
served to him by the keepers every morn- 
ing. Cowan said he once heard talk about 
a proposal to purchase the Gonzales letter, 
but that statement was ruled out. 

Charles Frich, a watchman in the jail, 
said he was employed by Deputy Sheriff 
Loeb, who told him he must share some of 
his pay with an assistant. 

Bernard Holzkamp, another warchman, 
gave similar testimony. He said he was 
told there was a third watchman, but he 
never saw more than two. 

The hearing will be resumed at 10 A. M. 
Tuesday.

The Sad Story of Leola Crowell Told 
in Perth Amboy, N. J. 


PERTH AmBor, N. J,, June 5.—Mrs. Leola 
Crowell came to Perth Amboy to-day from 
Pittsburg, Penn., looking for her husband, 
Charles E. Crowell. She said that a year 
ago she left her home in Brooklyn and 
eloped to Pittsburg with Crowell, who 
failed to keep his promise to marry her. 
Since that timé she had been living with 


him as his common-law wife. Last Satur- 
day he deserted her. 

She was in destitute circumstances, and 
received money from the people with whom 
she boarded to enable her to reach New- 
York. She came here because her husband 
told her he was going back to Perth Amboy. 
Here she could find no trace of him, nor 
could she find that he had ever been known 
here. She first knew him as Charles S. 
Stone, and always supposed that to be his 
name until a few weeks ago, when she 
saw him address a letter to his father, 
Charles E. Crowell. Then she learned from 
thim that he had been deceiving her all the 
time. His home is at Charlotte, N. C. 

The woman is only eighteen years old, 
and is very pretty. She refused to tell her 
maiden name, but said her father has a 
German delicatessen store in Brooklyn. She 
was greatly disappointed at not finding her 
husband here, and threatened to commit 
suicide. She showed a four-ounce bottle of 
chloroform and also letters to her father, 
Crowell’s father, and women in various 
parts of the country to whom Crowell had 
paid attention, telling them all the story 
of her wrongs.

We should adopt the ‘rational’? method of 
teaching the young to read. It is now in vogue 
in Brooklyn, and we should let no jealousy pre- 
vent our using the method. 

In Toronto, where this method is used, a child 
at the end of its first year can read 3,000 words. 
That is more than is in our vocabulary. 

The ‘‘rational’’ method gives the child the 
power of discovery, and, as their minds are al- 
ways reaching out, it is the method par excel- 
lence. 

In conciusion, Prof. Downing said to the 
teachers: ‘‘ You, as teachers, will never 
have a cent, no matter how long you 
work. So givé up the thought of riches 
and consecrate your life to your work.”

CARRYING OF THE CUBAN FLAG, 


“Native American” Thinks It Should 
Not Have Been Allowed. 


Zo the Editor of The New-York Times: 

If Britain, France, or Spain should ad& 
mit to a public parade of its veteran sol- 
diers and militia, a body of men, organized 
on its soil avowedly to overthrow our 
Government, and destroy the property and 
lives of our people; if public officials should 
review that parade, and accept that body of 
men as part of it; if the populace shouid 
greet that body with applause, and the press 
should record all with approval—how we 
would shake with rage, how this land 
would ring with wrath! 

Yet this we ourselves have just done. 

When other powers recognized as belligs 
erents, and proposed to recognize as in- 
dependent, the men who took arms to over- 
turn our Government, how justly wrathful 
were we! How indignant we were at the 
attempt to change our Government by 
armed force, how deeply we resented all 
acts aiding or abetting breach of the peaceé 
and rebellion. 

Yet just such acts are done in New-York. 

When the managers of the Memorial Day 
parade allowed to take part in the proces- 
sion of veterans and_militia last Saturday 
bands of men whose avowed aim is to over- 
turn the Government of another country, 
did they realize that they were grossly in- 
sulting a people and a State that have 
always been our friends? 

When the Governor of this State, and the 
Mayor of this City, reviewed that parade 
and allowed these bands whose outspoken 
scheme is armed expeditions against the 
Government of that country, did they de- 
sign to encourage these men to violate the 
law—whose sworn servants they are—by 
invading a country wherewith the United 
States are at peace? 

Did these officers not know that this 
would be the effect of their acts? 

Did the veterans, who know what war 
is—who fought, suffered, and bled to uphold 
free government, and to put down rebel- 
lion—did they feel flattered by the presence 
of bodies of known rebels in the procession 
with themselves? 

Do they, who know by dreadful experi- 
ence what the fruits of armed rebellion 
are—do they wish to encourage it? 

Do they wish this country dragged into 
another war? 

Much effort was made to shut out the 
Irish Volunteers—loyal American citizens- 
from the parade. Why were not those fors 
eigners—open, unblushing rebels—debarred? 

Who is to blame? 

When American women take part in fairs, 
raise money, and make speeches to help 
rebellion—do they realize that they aré@ 
helping to burn the homes of other women 
in cuba, and to turn them and their chil- 
dren out, homeless under the skies and be- 
neath furious storms? 

Do these women know 
helping robbery, murder, 
of crime? ; 

Do any of these people know that thé 
Cubans are a free people, and that 40,000 
of them, including the owners of nearly all 
the property, are in arms to put down the 
rebellion, which seeks to take away their 
liberties?

ROCHESTER CYCLISTS PROTEST. 


They Do Not Want to be Kept Off the 
City Sidewalks. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 5.—The wheelmen 
of this city met en masse last evening at Gen- 
esee Va Park to protest against the pro- 
posed action of the Common Council to pro- 
hibit the use of bicycles on the sidewalks any- 
where the city limits, and compelling 
wheciman to register and purchase a 
bell. There are over 20,000 wheels in the city 
owned by adults. 

All streets seemed to lead in the one direction, 
and every one of them was marked by a string 
of cyclers, most of whom swung into Plym- 
outh Avenue, and increased the stream of wheels, 
which, from 7 until 8 o’clock, seemed to 
actually cover the pavement from curb to curb 
for the entire length of the street. It is es- 
timated that 10,000 wheel riders visited the 
park during the evening. 

While the procession was in motion on Plym- 
outh Avenue, it was next to impossible for a 
team to use the street in elther direction, or for 
a wheel coming from the opposite direction to 
ass. 

The speakers were Assemblyman W. W. Arm- 
strong, author of the Bicycle Baggage bill; 
Frank J. Amsden of the Fish Commission, 
James Graham, Department Commander of the 
State Grand Army of the Republic; District 
Attorney Forsyth, and A. B. Lamberton.

Newark’s Bicycling Regulations. 


NEWARK, N. J., June 5.—City Counsel Price 
has prepared a new bicycle ordinance to replace 
the one now in force and which has proved to 
be ineffective. The ordinance was drawn by the 
direction of the Board of Works and conforms 
to the provisions of the State law. Under the 
new ordinance bicycle lamps must be lighted 
one hour after sunset; the rate of speed must 
not exceed six miles an hour, but special permits 
may be given to ride faster for a specified time. 
Riding on the sidewalks is prohibited, and each 
bicycle must have an alarm bell. The ordinance 
will also” contain a provision prohibiting the 
congregating of dismounted wheelmen in crowds 
upon the street so as to obstruct travel. The 
penalty for violations of the ordinance is $5 for 
each offense. 


Cycle Path in Jersey City. 


‘ Dr. Benjamin Edge of the Road Committee 
of the Good Roads Association of Hudson County 
announced yesterday that the committee would 
make an effort to have a cycle path constructed 
from the Pennsylvania ferry, in Jersey City, to 
the Boulevard.

INCIDENTS RELATING TO THE PLAY 
IN BELASCO VS. FAIRBANK. 


hey Consumed Nearly All of. the 
Time in the Trial Yesterday—Paal 
M. Potter’s Testimony of Little 
Aid to the Plaintifi—Judgmenats 
Against Mr. Belasco and Mrs. Pot- 
ter Introduced—Letters from Mr. 


Fairbank’s Banker and Attorneys. 


The trial of David Belasco’s suit for $65,- 
000 against 14. K. Fairbank of Chicago for 
the dramatic education of Mrs. Leslie Car- 
ter, developed, before Justice Giegerich, in 
Part V. of the Supreme Court, yesterday 
into evidence as to the money that kept 
Mrs. Carter experimentally before the pub- 
lic in 1890. 

Letter after letter and telegram after tele- 
gram were produced to show that N. K. 
Fairbank’s funds were at the disposal of 
Mrs. Carter’s artistic whims. The connec- 
tion between the purse of the millionaire 
and the pockets of the people who were 
leading the Titian actress to fame was not 
directly established, but it was shown that 
BE. K. Willard of 50 Broadway, this city, 
Mr. Fairbank’s private banker, was in 
charge of a fund on which Mrs. Carter could 
draw at will, and that there appeared to be 
a disposition on the part of one agent of 
Mr. Fairbank—his financial right hand—to 
let another of his agents—his legal left 
hand--know what he was doing. 

Mrs. Carter’s receptive purse was the 
topic of the entire forenoon. Mr. Belasco 
was again the witness up to the middle of 
the afternoon. Paul M. Potter confessed 
that he wrote the play, “ T:ilby ’’; admit- 
ted that he knew the valwe of dramatists’ 
work, and the amount of royalties paid to 
playwrights in the last six years, but to the 
temporary detriment of Mr. Belasco, he 
was not allowed to give any figures. ; 

The courtroom was crowded to the point 
of general discomfort, but there was noth- 
ing other than the letters to Mrs. Carter 
and the evident embarrassment of the de- 
fense thereat that was even suggestive of 
Grainatic action. 

Mr. Blasco went on the stand as soon 
as court opened. He was more nervous 
than he was the two previous days of the 
trial. He was suffering with neuralgia. 
His first statements» in cross-examination 
were denials of Mr. Deming’s questions, 
which insinuated that at the settlement of 
the affairs of ‘‘ The Ugly Duckling ’’ com- 
pany, at the Sturtevant House, in the 
Spring of 1891, he cautio: Mr. Morrison, 
one of the Chicago lawye:s of Mr. Fair- 
bank, to say nothing of his deposition in 
Omaha, as proprietor of the show, and to 
be silent to Mr. Allen, another of Mr. Fair- 
bank’s attorneys, as to his claim on Mr. 
Fairbank. 

Then Mr. Deming took from the table a 
lot of County Clerk’s cffice records of judg- 
ments against Mr. Belasco. The amounts 
were from $81.25 to $263.10. Mr. Belasco at- 
tributed them to his persistence in theat- 
rieal work to the neglect of real existence, 
and afterward explained that they had all 
been satisfied, and that he owed not a dol- 
lar nov. 

‘“As a matter of fact,” said Mr. Deming, 
“didn’t you try in July, 1593, to get $200 
from Mr. Fairbank to pay a dressmaker’s 
bill for Mrs. Carter? ’”’ 

‘‘I wrote to Charles L. Allen, one of Mr. 
Fairbank’s attorneys.” 

“Didn’t you say that you cculdn’t pro- 
duce your play, ‘ The Heart of Maryland,’ 
unless that bill was paid, and that you 
were in a horrible dilemma?” 

** Yes, Sir.”’ 

“Did you advance 
Carter's attorney?” 

‘* Yes, Sir; I did.”’ 

‘‘ Weren’t you and Mrs. Carter sued for a 
theatrical lithograph bill by Julius Bien? ”’

Next came the incident of the letters. 

Ir. Deming called on the counsel for the 
defense to produce certain documents re- 
ceived from any of the counsel or associ- 
ates of Mr. Fairbank. On the calling of the 
names of Dexter, Herrick & Allen, Mr. 
Fairbank’s attorneys, Mr. Belasco’s attor- 
neys Were silent, but then Mr. Dittenhoefer 
arose and waved a package of thirty letters 
and telegrams. He said they were from 
E. K. Willard, Mr. Fairbank’s private bank- 
er in this city, and Mr. Allen, one of Mr. 
Fairbank’s attorneys. Mr. Deming looked 
at them and seemed disinclined to let the 
jury know their contents. 

‘** You, have been bluffing,” said Mr. Dit- 
tenhoeZer. “Now we have called your 
bluff. You must read them. We would 
have put them in ourseives at the proper 
time.”’ 

Mr. Deming pondered a while and then 
read. The first letter referred to the begin- 
ning of the financial relations between Mr. 
Fairbank’s banker and Mrs. Leslie Carter. 
It inclosed Mr. Fairbank’s card introducing 
Mr. Willard. There was a letter from Mr. 
Allen, written in 1889, in which Mr. Fair- 
bank was referred to as ‘* Mr. re 
letter said: “Mr. F. cannot understand 
why you do not get at your preliminary 
work.”’ In a letter written in 1892 Mr. Fair- 
bank was referred to as “‘ the other gentle- 
man.” 

Dexter, Herrick & Allen were Mrs. Car- 
ter’s attorneys. One of the letters read was 
from R. W. Morrison of that firm. It re- 
lated to the appeal in the Carter divorce 
suit in Chicago. It announced, among other 
things, that it was amusing to witness the 
looks of Mr. Carter. ‘ Justice will be done,” 
it read. 

One of the most interesting letters was 
written by E. K. Willard, Feb. 6, 1890, from 
the New-York Club. It read: 

NEW-YORK, Feb. 6, 1880. 

Dear Mrs. Carter: I gave your maid a check- 
book. She supposed that it was all she was to 
get, and slipped out while my back was turned. 
When you give out your checks to Mr. Price, 
you had better let him know of their being 
cashed. The Second National Bank telegraphed 
to me that the account had not been made good, 
as money was not credited at the Second Na- 
tional Bark. I give you check on Manhattan 
_Company. Yours truly, E. K,. WILLARD, 


In a letter written by Mr. Willard, dated 
July 16, 1890, from Saratoga, he said: 

My Dear Mrs. Carter: Yours is received. I 
shall be at the United States Hotel, Saratoga, 
for some time, making occasional short trips 
to New-York. I hope you will not take it 
amiss if I request that you will not cajl upon 
me either at my office or the club. It excites 
remark, and certainly a club is no place to re- 
ceive a lady. You can always reach me by 
letter. There is no hurry about the business we 
have together. It is perfectly plain sailing. The 
only thing I have to do is to pay drafts when 
I know they are properly made. I do not like 
paying drafts to the order of Mr. Belasco, but 
I have done it so as not to embarrass you. I 
wish you would immediately send to my office 
addressed to E. K. W. & Co., the vouchers and 
statement showing for what the drafts for $100, 
$350, and $200 were made. It is necessary that 
I should have advice of drafts, &c. I am likely 
to be away, and have to instruct my bookkeeper 
about paying them. Very truly yours, 

BE. K. W. 


In another letter from Mr. Willard to’ 
Mrs. Carter, h- wrote: 

Please remember that Mr. Lewis knows no 
one in this matter but myself. Please bear this 
in mind, and don’t mention any other name. 
‘Yours tfuly, . K. W 

A letter written by Mr. Willard July 1, 
1890, requested Mrs. Carter to notify him 
if she should want any more money soon. 
Mr. Willard was then about to leave town 
for the Summer. “Let me know a few 
days in advance when you want money,” 
it read. 

There was also a letter saying that the 
contract called for the payment of money 
to E. D. Price, as Mr. Willard had no in- 
structions to pay money to anybody else. 
Mrs. Carter received, Nov. 5, 1890, a letter 
from the cashier, stating that $1,534.25 had 
been deposited by him to her account in 
the Second National Bank. Mr. Willard 
wired to Mrs. Carter Nov. 6, 1890:

Mr. Belasco, he said, was never an- 
nounced as the proprietor of the show. 
‘‘Mr. Fairbank’s agents,’’ Mr. Price said, 
“advised the depositions made in Omaha 
that Mr. Belasco was the owner.”’ 

The trial wili be resumed Monday morn- 
ing at 10:30 o’clock. 

Mrs. Carter ard Mr. Fairbank will be 
valled as witnesses early next week. 





WORKINGMEN AND FREE SILVER. 


Gustav H. Schwab Tells How Wage 
Sarners’ Interests Would Be Affected. 


Gustay H. Schwab has been studying 
the free-silver question with reference to 
the effect on the laboring man and the 
wage earner. The results he tells as fol- 
lows: 

“In view of the agitation in favor of the 
free coinage of silver, it is proper to in- 
quire who would be most affected by such 
a change in our monetary laws. Under the 
present policy of this country, the standard 
of value is gold, and the silver money 
coined and in circulation, as it is limited 
in amount and is thus kept at parity with 
gold, is everywhere in the United States re- 
ceived and regarded as equal ts gold. 
Should the free coinage of silver be adopt- 
ed, silver would take the place of gold and 
the latter would -be driven out of circula- 
tion, for the more valuable metal would im- 
mediately be withdrawn, hoarded, arid ex- 
ported in accotdarce with natural law. The 
result would-be that savings-bank deposits, 
wages of workingmen, and the interests 
and dividends’ on small and large invest- 


ments of all kinds would be paid in depre- 
ciated silver, worth only about 50 or 60 
cents on the dollar. This would be the im- 
mediate effect, and it is clear that those 
least able to afford it would feel the shock 
first and most severely. 

“When it is considered that the savings- 
bank deposits in the United States aggre- 
gate more than $750,000,000, the extent to 
which the hard-earned savings of working- 
men would suffer can be estimated... The 
millions who depend on the interests and 
dividends from small investments of vari- 
ous kinds for their support, and who would 
see their returns from these investments 
scaied down nearly one-half, would be in 
the same predicament. 

“ The daliy and weekly wages of laboring 
men would be practically scaled down also. 
A rapid change would take place in the 
prices of everything laborers have to buy, 
and a very gradual change if any, would 
be made in their wages, and then not in 
proportion to the advance of rents, cloth- 
ing, food, furniture, and the various other 
necessaries of life which the laboring men 
must then buy at prices in silver much 
higher than the former gold prices. Secre- 
tary Carlisle, in his address before the la- 
bor organizations of Chicago, showed that 
in 1862 wages of labor paid in depreciated 
paper were less.than 3 per cent. higher in 
paper than when paid in gold, but the 
prices of the 228 articles used by the labor- 
ers in the, maintenance of their families 
were nearly 18 per cent. higher than they 
were when paid in gold; in 1863 the wages 
of labor paid in depreciated paper, worth 
about 69 cents on the dollar, were 10% per 
eent. higher than when paid in gold, but 
the prices of the articles the laborer had 
to buy with his wages were nearly 49 per 
cent. higher; in 1864 the wages of labor 
paid in depreciated paper dollars, worth 49 
eents each, had advanced 25% per cent., 
but the prices of the necessaries of life had 
advanced 90% per cent.; in the four follow- 
ing years the disproportion between the 
wages of labor and the prices of commo- 
dities continued, and it was not until the 
year 1869, eight years after the .change 
from a gold basis to a ‘depreciated currency 
basis, when the value of our currency was 
71 cents on the dollar, and it was quite 
certain that no further depreciation would 
occur, that the rise in the rate of wages 
corresponded with the advance in the prices 
of necessaries of life. 

“But these are not the only disastrous 
effects of a change from a sound standard 
of value to a depreciated monetary basis, 
upon the interests of the wage earner and 
the man of moderate means. 

“The instant withdrawal of some 600,000,- 
000 dollars of gold from circulation which 
would follow the approaching change to a 
silver basis would give rise to an immediate 
stringency in the money market, loans of 
every description would be called in, bring- 
ng about untold disaster to every enter- 
prise and causing distress to every borrow- 
er, small and great. Rates of interest would 
be affected, the lender of money would 
withdraw his capital for the time being, 
and the borrower would find it impossible 
to obtain accommodation, industrial estab- 
lishments would be forced to close, and 
hundreds of thousands of workingmen 
would be thrown out of employment, 

“These words of warning should suffice 
to convince our people, on whom the chief 
burden would fall as a consequence of the 
debasement of our standard of value.” 





TO BE VACANT NEXT OCTOBER. 


A New Commandant of Cadets at West 
Point to be Appointed. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—One of the most 
desirable of army billets is to be vacated 
in October, that.of Commandant of Cadets 
at West Point. The officer on duty in that 
position at present is Capt. Samuel M. 
Mills of the Fifth Artillery. The custom 
was to detail a new commandant about 
May 1, but the Superintendent of the 
Academy recently suggested that no change 
be made until Oct. 31, that date being a 
more suitable time for relieving an old 
officer and detailing another. ° 

There would, he pointed out, be less sert- 
ous interruption in the work of the cadets, 
and the successor would not be embar- 
rassed by starting in on an unfinished term. 

Col. Mills’s successor has not yet been 
named, but there are, it is said, numerous 
candidates for the place. It is usual to 
detail a Captain to the place, the attract- 
iveness of which is enhanced by the fact 
that the incumbent receives the pay and 
allowances of a Lieutenant Colonel. The 
term is for four years, and the increase in

CUNNINGHAM SUSPECTS SET FREE. 


Welsh and McConnell Had Nothing to 
Do with the Murder. 


Charles E. Welsh, krown as ‘‘ Bum Raf- 
ferty,”’ and James McConnell, known as 
“Jimmy the Loon,” who had been detained 
by the police for an investigation of their 
movements on the day of the murder of 
little Mary Cunningham at 315 East Thir- 
ty-seventh Street, were discharged yester- 
day, as no evidence had been obtained to 
connect either of them with the crime. The 
only person under arrest now is Edward 
McCormick, who is still believed both by 
Acting Inspector Brooks and Capt. Martens 
to have murdered the child. He was trans- 
ferred yesterday from the prison attached 
to the Yorkville Court to the Tombs, where 
he will be detained to await the action of 
the Grand Jury. 

Coroner Dobbs has set down the inquest 
for next Thursday. The examination will 
be merely formal, as the Grand Jury will 
have probably taken action ‘efore that 
day. 

Giuseppe Ferrone, the Italian lad, upon 
whose statement the charge against Mc- 
Cormick is based, is still in charge of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children. Inspector Brooks talked to the 
boy over an hour yesterday, and he went 
over the whole story with the Inspector 
from beginning to end. The Inspettor said 
last night that, notwithstanding the stories 
which had gained circulation about the al- 
leged untruthfulness of the boy, he still 
was confident that he was telling the truth. 
Capt. Martens is looking for a boy in whose 
company Fervone is said to have spent the 
night after the murder. The boys, it is 
said, spent the evening at Fort George, and 
the police are anxious to learn whether 
Ferrone said anything to his companion 
about what he had seen in the Cunning- 
ham apartments, and whether his shirt was 
blood-stained, as he said it was, from cut- 
ting his nose. 

A story was circulated yesterday that 
Mrs. Cunningham, when she went out on 
Saturday morning, left 15 cents on the 
kitchen table, and that this money had dis- 
appeared when the murder was discovered. 
It was therefore supposed that the money 
was taken by the murderer. Mrs. Cunning- 
ham does not recollect whether the money 
was on the table when she returned home. 
The apartments were invaded by a crowd 
immediately after the murder was discov- 
ered. No money was found on McCormick 
when he was arrested. 

Inspector. Brooks said there were certain 
links in the chain of evidence against Mc- 
Cormick yet to be supplied, and the work 
of the police was mainly devoted to sup- 
plying these links and corroborating the 
story told by Ferrone. He was confident 
that with patience the missing links would 
be discovered. 

“There are certain persons who can sup- 
ply them,” he said, ‘‘and I now publicly 
invite them to come forward. The persons 
I want are, first. the girl who ordered the 
ice which the Ferrone boy took to the 
house; second, the man who saw the Fer- 
rone boy in the hallway of the house with 
the ice; third, tne-man and woman who 
spoke to the boy as he ran out of the 
house, and, fourth, a strawberry peddler, 
to whom the boy says he gave his ice tub 
to hold for him after he left the house. If 
these persons will come forward and corrob- 
orate the boy’s statement, they will be 
serving the cause of public justice.” 


DOCTORS ACCUSED OF THEFT. 





Three Charged with Stealing Drugs 
from the Almshouse. 


Three young doctors were arraigned for 
theft in Yorkville Court yesterday. They 
were arrested on a warrant sworn’ out by 
Superintendent John W. Terry of the Alms- 
house, Blackwell’s Island. 

The defendants were D. J. Hamburg, em- 
ployed on the ‘Almshouse staff for seven- 
teen months; E. W. Estler, eleven months 
employed, and J. K. Conklin, thirteen 
months in the service. They were alleged 
to have stolen drugs and medicines worth 
$430 belonging to the city. Superintendent 
Terry said: 

“By reason of my position I had suspi- 
cions that supplies from the medical stores 
were disappearing faster than the _ exi- 
gencies of the house warranted. The de- 
fendants, who are under dirction of Com- 
missioner Craft, of the Charities Depart- 
ment, had access to the storerooms, and, 


in April, after missing large quantities of 
drugs, 1. told Superintendent Charles E. 
Bruce, the head doctor, that I thought the 
young doctors knew something of the 
waste. 

“The head doctor at once made a demand 
on the doctors for the return e medi- 
cines. The latter admitted t they had 
the medicines. They said that, under the 
former régime, they had been in the habit 
of taking the drugs and medicines to their 
rooms and mixing them at their leisure. 
The Superintendent made an investigation 
and found medicines and drugs, some in 
their original packages, to the value of 
$480 in the trunks of these defendants, and 
in that of another doctor—S. E. Donovan, 
at maura situated at Prince Edward’s Isl- 
and.”’ 

The Commissioner was informed of the 
facts in the case, and he directed Superin- 
tendent Terry to proceed criminally against 
the men, 

When arraigned the young men were 
reticent. They waived examination and 
were committed in $1,000 bail each pending 
the action of the Grand Jury. 

Subsequently the Magistrate reduced the 
bail to $500 in each case to enable the men 
to procure bonds. These were furnished 
by Mrs. Lavinia Frank of 41 East Seventy- 
sixth Street. 

Hambureg’s father, soeeee J. Hamburg, 
lives at 110 West One Hundred and Six- 
teenth Street. He said his son was grad- 
uated from the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons two years ago. 

Superintendent Terry said the sort of 
thing complained of had been going on in 
the various city departments for years. The 
oung doctors, it was said, use the drugs 
n their private practice after leaving the 
institutions. 





NEWPORT’S GROWING POPULATION. 


A Number of Summer Guests Arrived 
for the Summer Yesterday. 
NEwporT, R. I., June 5.—The beautiful 
great gates which have recently been put 
up at the entrance of Cornelius Vanderbilt's 
place have been found defective in their 
construction and cannot be closed tightly. 
It has been decided to use them this sea- 
son, as they will answer the purpose of 
closing up the entrance, but next Fall a 
new set of gates will be made to replace 
them. The error is a very expensive one, 
costing no doubt several thousand dollars, 
which probably will be made good by the 
contractor. The owner of the estate is 
greatly disapointed that the gates should 

be found imperfect.

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URT INTERPRETERS AT ODDS. 


As a Result Peter Troumbanes Must 
Remain in the Tombs Several Days. 


Because of a personal difference betweén 
two interpreters Peter Troumbanes is com- 
pelied to remain in the Tombs until next 
Tuesday. Had it not been for this difficulty 
his case in the Court of Special Sessions 
might have been heard and disposed of 
yesterday afternoon. Troumbanes_ is 
charged by Miss Annie von Aspern with 
giving her only 90 cents in change when 
she~ handed him $10 in payment for 10 
cents’ worth of bananas. 

George Simonson is the interpreter of the 
Court of Special Sessions, and draws a sal- 
ary of $2,500 a year. Mare Moustaki is an 
interpreter, and makes his headquarters in 
the Centre Street Court, where a great 
many Greek push cart men are arraigned 
from time to time. If a prisoner has not 
the means to emplov an interpreter, Mous- 
taki acts for him, with the approval of the 
City Magistrate. 

Mr. Simonson had occasion’ several 
months ago to be away from the court 
for several days, and during his absence 
Moustaki acted for him. When Simonson 
returned there was a difference between 
him and Moustaki as to the sum due the 
latter. Simonson said he owed Moustaki 


nothing, although he left no one in his place 
and drew his wages from the city for the 
time he was away. Finally Moustaki gut 
judgment in a Civil Court against Simon- 
son for $15. Since then there has been bad 
feeling between the two interpreters. 

The case against Troumbanes was on the 
calendar of the Special Sessions Court yes- 
terday for trial, and Simonson was notified 
early in the morning that a Greek inter- 
preter would be, needed at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. When the case was called Si- 
monson said his Greek interpreter was not 
present. T. F. Cherry, counsel for the de- 
fendant, said he had made arrangements 
for Moustaki to act as interpreter, if no 
one else was present. Assistant District 
Attorney Berliner said Moustaki was ac- 
ceptable. 

** But I cannot vouch for him,” said Si- 
monson. ‘‘I will not have him. I cannot 
vouch for him.”’ . 

Then Simonson whispered in the ear of 
Justice Jerome, and the latter adjourned 
the case until Tuesday. 

Mr. Cherry said: ‘‘ Your Honor, I think 
it is an outrage that my client should be 
compelled to remain in prison until Tuesday 
merely because Mr. Simonson does not like 
Mr. Moustaki. He suited the District At- 
torney, and he suited the defendant. I 
cannot see why the case could not have 
been proceeded with.’’ 

Justice Jerome made no answer, but called 
the next case, and Troumbanes was led 
back to his cell. 

When asked what his reasons were for 
not wishing Moustaki to interpret, Mr. Si- 
monson replied, testily: ‘‘ Because. he sued 
me. I cannot vouch for him. I cannot al- 
low any one to interpret here unless I can 
vouch for him.” 

Justice Jerome said later that he did not 
hear Moustaki’s name mentioned, and that 
had he known -Moustaki was ready to go 
on he would have tried the case, having a 
very good opinion of the Greek interpreter. 
He said his understanding was that the ob- 
jections were being made to a cousin of 
the prisoner. ‘‘ We will not permit per- 
sonal differences of the employes of the 
mit to interfere with its business,’ he 
said. 


LIEN ON GEN. GRANT’S STATUE. 





W. O. Partridge Wants to be Paid by 
the Union League Club. 


William Ordway Partridge, the sculptor 
who made the equestrian statue of Gen. 
Grant that was unveiled only a few weeks 
ago, in front of the Union League Club, on 
Bedford Avenue, Brooklyn, has filed a 
mechanic’s lien against the statue for 
$6,085, and-has begun suit against Benja- 
min F. Blair, as Chairman of the com- 
mittee, for that amount. The club, accord- 
ing to the statement of Mr. Partridge, has 
failed to pay him the amount that the 
committee representing the club promised 
to pay, and therefore the lien was filed. 

Mr. Blair, who is named as one of the 
parties defendant, in speaking of the mat- 
ter, said: “‘At the time of the making of 
the. contract between the committee and 
Mr. Partridge, I was in Europe. The con- 
tract, which was made, however, was a 

itten one, and bere the date ‘Dec. 20, 
1894.’ _ The substance of that contract is 
that Mr. Partridge proposed to furnish the 
Statue, pedestal, and do all the work for 
$27,000. We had no bargain with him ex- 
cept to give him $1,500 when his model 
was presented, which was a year from Jan. 
1, 1892, if we approved it. Before the model 
was produced we paid him $3,500, instead 
of $1,500, and at the same time the com- 
mittee relieved him of the work of buiid- 
ing the pedestal on which the proposed 
a was to stand. 

“Before Jan. 10, 1895, the committee paid 
him $3,000; in February of the same year, 
$2,000, and, by its contract, on or before 
Oct. 1, 1895, $3,000. Besides this, the com- 
mittee of the club agreed to pay Mr. Part- 
ridge $5,000 when the statue was Gelivered 
at the Union League Club and placed upon 
its pedestal. There was an expressed agree- 
ment in the contract that the Union League 
Club was not to hold itself responsible to 
pay any sums, but would assume a moral 
obligation for the payment of $7,000, which 
would be handed over to Mr. Partridge as 
fast as it was subscribed. Apart from this 
the club in no way figures in the matter.”’ 





CLERK PURROY NOT YET SILENT. 


Has Something Further to Say About 
the Greater New-York Bill. 


County Clerk Henry D. Purroy’s attack 
on John C. Sheehan, the executive head of 
Tammany, made on his return from Europe 
last week, has so far failed to call out an 
answer from Mr. Sheehan, who by his 
silence prevented a continuation for the 
present of what promised to be a most en- 
livening controversy. 

Mr. Purroy, however, is not at all daunted 
by the silence of Mr. Sheehan, for he keeps 
right on saying and writing things that 
look as though they are designed to draw 
Mr. Sheehan out.

SEWER MENACES HEALTH 








RESIDENTS OF CAST TWENTY-SEC- 
OND STREET MAKE COMPLAINT. 


A New Conduit Is Being Laid, and the 
Contents of the Old Are Conduct- 
ed to It by Means ot a Wooden 


Trough—Many Cases of Illness 


Since the Work Was Begun About 
Two Months Ago—A Protest Sent 
to the Mayor. 


East Twenty-second Street, between Sec- 
ond and Third Avenues, has been made an 
unhealthful place to dwell in, the residents 
complain, by reason of the terrible stench 
from an exposed sewer. The old sewer is 


being taken up and a new one put in sev- 
eral feet lower by Contractors March & 
Berry. 

The west end of the old sewer, at Third 
‘Avenue, discharges its filth upon the bed 
being leveled for the new sewer. A pump 
raises the matter thus discharged, and 
empties it into a wooden trough, which 
earries it to the open end of the new 
sewer, at the eastern extremity of the 
ditch. There is considerable leakage from 
this trough. 

As one section of the street after an- 
other has been torn up during the last two 
months, the foul odors have been constant. 
Cases of headache, malaria, and diphthe- 
ritic sore throat have been numerous. 

A reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMES 
visited the place last evening, and inter- 
viewed a number of the residents of the 
street. 

D. Herz, a barber, at No. 202, said: 
"Ever since these frightful smells have 
come from the street I have been troubled 
with headaches and pains. My wife be- 
came so ill] I had to send her to the Twen- 
ty-third Street Dispensary. The doctor 
told me she would die unless she moved 
away, and that the bad smells were proba- 
bly the cause of her illness. 1 am losing 
all my trade, as well as my health. The 
few customers I have complain of the odor 
in the house. 

“When this began I got up a petition 
setting forth the state of things and sent 
it to the Board of Health. I have heard 
nothing from it. I believe the contractors 
are doing better now and using disin- 
fectants. The smell is not as bad as it 
used to be.” 

1; Jaffe, a merchant tailor, has a little 
shop at 204. The bricks and earth are piled 
uP on the sidewalk in front of it six feet 
igh. 

“The odor in this house,” said Mr. Jaffe, 
“was terrible. I have been in bed two 
weeks and have had headaches and pains 
in my chest. Everyhedy in the street has 
been more or less affected.” 

The Barnard Cycle Works is perhaps the 
most important. business place in the 
street. The manager said that since the 
street had been torn up he had done little 
business, and had been obliged to reduce 
his working staff. His company made a 
protest to Mayor Strong, and on May 26 
received from Gen. Collis, Commissioner of 
Public Works, a2 letter, in which he said: 
The Mayor has handed me your ietter of the 
25th inst. complaining about the condition of 
Twenty-second Street. The cause arises from the 
fact that the contractor is uot pushing his work 
with due diligence, and he will be notified that 
unless he complies with the contract this de- 
partment wili complete the work at his experse. 

There are numerous cases of sickness in 
the street, all of them attributed by the 
residents to the foul odors of escaping 
sewage. Above Herz’s store Mrs, Galli- 
gan has been sick with diphtheria and ma- 
laria for two weeks, and on the second 
floor of No. 204 a two-year-old chiid of 
Mrs, Williams died less than two weeks 
ago from diphtheria. About the time the 
child died the house 240 East Twenty-sec- 
ond Street was quarantined by the 
Board of Health on account of scarlet fe- 
ver. Mrs. Fay has been in bed in the house 
over a month with diphtheritic sore throat, 
which her doctor ascribes to the condition 
of the street. 

The contractors could not be found last 
night. Their agent, Spota, who superin- 
tends the men in their absence, conducted 
a reporter all over the ground, showing to 
him the trough carrying the sewage and 
the barrels of disinfectant. 

“TIT should have been in my grave long 


ago if there was any such smell as re- 
ported, for I have been at work here for 
several weeks," he sald. ‘‘ There has been 
no sickness among the men _ themselves, 
and the whole trouble comes from the fact 
that we had trouble with the police about 
our pump, and a number of policemen live 
in .this street .and neighborhood. People 
always ‘kick’ when a street is torn up. 
We are going ahead just as fast as we can, 
for if the work is not completed on time 
the contractors will lose money. All this 
talk about smell is nonsense. I don’t smell 
anything, do you?” 

Before Spota had. finished his sentence 
a puff of wind brought with it a stench 
so horrible that a reply to his question 
was not necessary. 





TO AID LEBANON HOSPITAL.

A Strawberry Festival to be Held 
To-morrow Afternoon and Evening. 


The Lebanon League, organized in aid of 
the Lebanon Hospital, to-morrow after- 
noon and evening will give a strawberry 
festival and reception, undér the patronage 
of the Ladies’ Auxiliary Society of the hos- 
pital, at the hospital grounds, Westchester 
and Cauldwell Avenues. The Lebanon 
League was organized only a year ago. It 
has become firmly established and has as- 
sisted the hospital pecuniarily. 

The Lebanon Hospital was founded about 
three years ago, and it has accomplished 
much in relieving the sick and suffering, 
who have received admittance irrespective 
of creed or race. It is a non-sectarign instl- 
tution. It has a brick building, five stories 

in height and about 200 feet square, to- 
gether with several other small buildings, 
and occupies in all a plot comprising forty- 
ve city lots, upon the highest ground in 
hat part of the city, and is surrounded by 
a beautiful park. The hospital has its own 
dairy. A dispensary is connected with the 
hospital, which is the only place for treat- 
ing the outdoor poor in that part of the 
city. In this dispensary over. 10,000 pa- 
tients have thus far been treated free of 
charge. ; 

Considering the ever-increasing demands 
for hospital accommodations and the great- 
ly overcrowded condition of sister institu- 
tions, the Lebanon Hospital Association is 
doing its utmost to increase the number of 
beds in proportion ,jo the capacity of the 
institution. In the”* poorer: districts known 
as tenement districts many in need of 
medical attendance have applied for admit- 
tance; but the financial condition of the 
hospital will not permit it to receive all who 
apply, and the Lebanon League hopes 
through the strawberry festival to raise 
sufficient funds to enable the hospital to se- 
cure more beds. The hospital owes much 
of its success to the incessant labors of its 
President, Jonas Weil. 

The Hebrew Orphan Asylum Band will 
play at the strawberry festival in the after- 
noon, and im the evening there will be danc- 
ing. The chapel of the hospital will be 
decorated with greens, and a number of 
booths where various purchases can be 
made will be scattered over the hospital 
grounds. These booths will be under the 
charge of the lady members of the. league.

ONE POSITION FOR TWO MEN. 


Gastate Brown Held for Trial on a 
Charge of Larceny. 


Gustave Brown, Secretary of the Amert- 
ean Perfume Distributing Machine Com- 
pany, who was arrested Thursday on a 
charge of larceny, preferred by W. H. Bur- 
gess of 411 State Street, Brooklyn, was ar- 
raigned in Jefferson Market Police Court 
yesterday. 

Burgess claimed that he had seen an ad- 
vertisement which offered a man with $200 
a position as manager of a branch office of 
a profitable business. He said that he met 
Brown, who offered him a position, but in- 
sisted on $200. cash security. He left his 
watch and diamonds with Brown as collat- 
eral, but instead of calling again, had his 
friend Arthur B. Gilbert. call on Brown 
and ask for exactly the same position. Gil- 
bert also was promised the place if he 
would put up $200 security. 

Brown’s lawyer declared that there was 
nothing wrong with the transaction. He 
maintained that the watch and jewelry 
were not to be returned, according to ar- 
rangement, until June 5. He said that the 
watch and diamonds would be _ returned, 
and the matter might be dropped. Magis- 
trate Simms did not agree’ with him, and 
held Brown for trial in $1,500 bail.

ANSWER TO CHARGES AGAINST A 
CONGREGATIONAL SOCIETY. 


William Ives Washburn, Executive 


Chairman of the Home Mission- 
ary Society of the Denomination, 
Replies to Attacks Concerning 
His Participation in Will Con- 
tests—The Wordin and Stickney 
Will Casee, 


A great deal of interest has been aroused 
in religious circles by the publication in 
The Morning Journal and Courier of New- 
Haven, Conn., on June 3, while the Con- 


gregational Home Missionary Society was 
in session in that city, of the following 
letter: 

To the Editor of The Journal and Courter: 

The annual meeting of the Congregational 
Home Missionary Society, bringing that organiza- 
tion so near to us, suggests some thoughts which 
may be appropriate in the light of events which 
have been occurring in the management of that 
society within the past few years. 

As the society is managed, it has become a 
close corporation. Its headquarters are in New- 
York, and a few men from that city or vicinity 
control it. Its President lends to it only his 
great name. The management of its real estate 
is in the hands of two members of its Ex- 
ecutive Committee. The Chairman of its Ex- 
ecutive Committee, elected at first by a majority 
of one, is also its attorney. This does not 
give the widest representation. It does permit 
of much individual influence. As a result of 
this, the society has been made a party to cases 
in court, in the contesting of wills, which 
have brought it into ill repute in the vicinity 
where the facts have been known. The society 
is in danger of coming under the ban as a 
‘* money-grabber.”’ A member of this Executive 
Committee has been personally enriched thou- 
sands of dollars by these contests in court, se- 
curing for himself and his own pocket a fair, if 
not a fat, fee. In one case it was $5,000; in 
another case it was $7,500. How much more of 
this thing has been done the writer of this does 
not know. But, as the Methodist Book Concern 
was recently found to need investigation, per- 
haps it would be well for the Congregational 
denomination to at this time look a little closely 
into the management of this, one of its greatest 
branches. 

These are facts of public, but not general 
knowledge, but they ought to be known, and are 
put forth here by ‘‘ A Life Member.”’

William Ives Washburn, a lawyer at 80 
Broadway, is Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the’ Congregationa] Home 
Missionary Society. When a reporter for 
THE NEw-YorK TIMES spoke to him yes- 
terday about Dr. Wordin’s charge that a 
member of the committee had been en- 
riched through will contests, Mr. Wash- 
burn said: “I cannot understand why Dr. 
Wordin makes such attacks upon me.” He 
added: 

‘Hie has written letters even more vio- 
lent than this one, with a view to injuring 
me. The suit in which I received $5,000 as 
counsel fees was the famous Wordin will 
case, which was tried in Bridgeport in 1891. 


Dr, Wordin’s father, Nathaniel Wordin, left 
a large estate in trust to his two sons and 
two daughters, making the Congregational 
Home Mi: tionary Society the residuary leg- 
atee after the death of the children. Each 
child was to enjoy the benefit of one-quar- 
ter of the estate during life, the share of 
each to go to the society upon his or her 
deatn, unless there were male descendants, 
in which case the descendants were to re- 
ceive the quarter of the estate. The society 
was to keep whatever it received in trust 
until it -should be equal to $1,000,000 in 
value, after which the interest was to be 
devoted to home mpomonary work. 

“Mr. Wordin’s widow and tw) daughters 
wanted the provisions of the wii) faithfully 
adhered to, but. Dr. Wordir and. his brother, 
Thomas-Cook Wordin, decided to contest it. 
The ‘society did not want to figure as a 
bone of contention in a family quarrel, and 
we made a proposition to accept $50,000 in 
cash and waive all further claim upon the 
estate. To this the two sons agreed, but 
the mother and sisters objected. 

“Under the circumstances the society had 
to look out for its own interests, and when 
the case was tried in the Superior Court in 
Bridgeport I appeared for the scciety. The 
case, which was tried pefore Judge Pren- 
tice, occupied three months, and was the 
longest trial of the kind in the history of 
Connecticut courts. Samuel Fessenden ap- 
peared for the daughters, and Congress- 
man Robert E, De Forest and Goodwin 
Stoddard for the sons. After the case had 
dragged along for three months, and when 
it was about to go to the jury, all the par- 
ties to the suit got together and effected an 
amicable settlement. Each of the two sons 
received $35,000, and the will was sus- 
tained. It was stipulated in the settlement 
that all the expenses of the litigation should 
be borne by the estate. Samuel Fessenj2n 
received $10,000, Goodwin Stoddard $19,000, 
and Congressman De Forest $8,000. I re- 
ceived $5,000. 

“Dr. Wordin and Thomas Cook Wordiin 
were very friendly toward me and the so- 
ciety before they began the will contest, 
but after the trial was begun Dr. Wordin’s 
manner toward me changed, and he has 
ever since taken advantage of every oppor- 
tunity to attack me. 

‘Dr. Wordin may be a life member of 
the society—a life membership only costs 
$50—but he has never made charges against 
me in any of the meetings of the society. 
Thomas Cook Wordin never has uttered a 
word of complaint against me, and it was 
he who really brought the suit to break his 
father’s will. 

“The other case referred to, in which I 
received $7,500, was the contest of the will 
of Joseph William Stickney of Baltimore, 
who bequeathed $150,000 to the Congrega- 
tional Home Missionary Society. I went to 


Baltimore as counsel for the society, and 
ot the $150,000, with interest at 6 per cent. 
or two years. A bequest by Mr. Stickney 

of $300,000 to the Congregational Church 

Building Society has just been pronounced 

void because it was in the nature of a per- 

petuity. 

“The Congregational Home Missionary 
Society has no real estate, and its affairs 
are not managed by a close corporation, 
but by an Executive Board, consisting of 
fifteen members, five members being elected 
every year to serve for three years. Each 
Congregational church is entitled to two 
delegates to .the annual meeting, which 
elects the board. That does not look much 
like a close corporation. 

“IT regret very much that Dr. Wordin 
has deemed this an opportune time to at- 
tack the Home Missionary Society, because 
many persons who do not understand its 
work and purpose may think it justifiable. 
The Wordin case is an old story now, and 
it should be allowed to rest in peace.’’

Former First Auditor Named to Suc- 
cted Richard A. Storrs. 


William J. Lyon was'yesterday appointed 
Deputy Controller by Controller Fitch, to 
succeed the late Richard A. Storrs. Mr. 
Lyon has been First Auditor of the depart- 
ment for several years, and has been con- 
nected with the department since 1882, 

He was born in this city Dec. 9, 1847, and 
after being graduated from Princeton he 
studied law and was admitted to the bar. 
He is a member of Tammany Hall, and be- 
longs to the Manhattan and other clubs. As 
First Auditor Mr. Lyon’s salary last year 
was $4,750. As Deputy Controller his sal- 
ary will be $6,500. Mr. Storrs received $7,000, 
but as Assistant Deputy Controller .Edgar 
J. Levey will undertake some of the duties 
formerly discharged by Mr. Storrs his sal- 
ary will be increased $500.

Lyon as First Auditor, but the appointment 
has not yet been announced by the Con- 
troller, ‘ 

The news of Mr. Lyon’s appointment was 
given out yesterday after the Controller 
had held a conference with a number of 
bank Presidents, and the following memo- 
Fine = pene was issued by direction of the Con- 
roller: 


On the 5th day of June, 1896, the gentlemen 
whom the Controller selected to make sugges- 
tions and advise him in regard to the appoint- 
ment of a Deputy Controller, to fill the place 
left vacant by the death of the late Deputy Con- 
troller, Richard A. Storrs, met at the Controller's 
office. There were present Philip Bissinger, 
President of the German Savings Bank; Iliid- 
ward C, Schaefer, President of the Germania 
Bank; John A. McAnerney, President of the Sev- 
enth National Bank; J. Edward Simmons, Presi- 
dent of the Fourth National Bank; Thomas L, 
James, President of the Lincoln National Bank; 
Joel B. Erhardt, President of the Lawyers’ Sure- 
ty Company, and John P. Townsend, President 
of the Bowery Savings Bank. 

Letters were received from John A. McCall, 
the President of the New-York Life Insurance 
Company, and from James Stillman, President of 
the City National Bank, stating that they were 
ill and could not attend, 

After a full discussion, !t was unanimously 
decided that the person to be recommended for 
the position should be some one already con- 
nected with the Finance Department, and, 
therefore, no names other than those of gen- 
tlemen so connected were either presented or 
considered. 

At the request of those present, the Controller 
explained the character of the duties to be per- 
formed by the Deputy Controller, and also gave 
the names of ali the persons who might fairly be 
considered as in the line of promotion, and 
their service In the department. 

After consideration of different names, it was 
decided that Messrs. William J. Lyon, the First 
Auditor of the department, and Edgar L. Levey, 
the Assistant Deputy Controller, were the two 
persons from whom a choice should be made, 
and in consideration of the longer service of 
Mr. Lyon in the department it was unanimously 
decided to recommend to the Controller his ap- 
pointment as Deputy Controller. 

On the recommendation thus suggested, 
the Controller at once made the appoint- 
ment.

TRADE ALONG THE BALTIC 





MISSION ON WHICH T. SOEGAARD 
CAME TO THIS COUNTRY, 


He Would Interest American Manu- 
facturers in Sending Their Prod- 
ucts Directly to a Cash Market— 
Will Sail for Copenhagen To-day 
in Company with Two Men from 
the West—What He Says of the 
Possibilities of Business, 


T. Soegaard, who has been for the tast 
five months in this country “at service on 
traffic and transportation in the Depart- 
ment of Foreign Affairs of the Danish Gov- 
ernment,” was at the Gilsey House last 
night. He will sail to-day for Copenhagen 


on the steamship Hecla of the Thingvalla 
Line. 

Mr. Soegaard’s special mission in this 
country has been to lay before American 
manufacturers the possibilities of direct 


trade with the countries on the Baltic Sea.’ 


So well has he accomplished his mission 
that he will be accompanied on his return 
trip by two representatives of manufactur- 
ing interests—Charles Currie, Treasurer of 
the Currie Fertilizer Company of jsouis- 
ville, Ky., representing the Louisville Board 
of Trade, and B, W. Campbell of Cincinnati, 
who represents the National Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, 

Mr. Soeggaard told something about his 
trip to a reporter for THE New-York Times 
last night. 

“I have made a tour of this country,” he 
said, ‘“‘under the auspices of the Ministr 
of Foreign Affairs in an attempt to pro- 
mote direct trade between points in this 
country and Copenhagen. Copenhagen is 
the geographical centre of the Baltic coun- 
tries. It is the commercial distributing 
point for transatlantic commerce. 

“The greater quantity of all the imports 
of these countries goes to Copenhagen di- 
rectly, and is there re-shipped by a number 
of Ifnes of coastwise steamers. The lines 
while running for comparatively short dis- 
tances, do a large business, some of th2m 
employing steamships of 3,000 tons. 

“These lines centre in Copenhagen, and 
that is why Copenhagen is interested in the 
American trade. Copenhagen is the oniy 
port on the Baltic which has direct com- 
munication with this country. There are 
two of these Iines, one the Thingvalla, run- 
ning to New-York, and the other to New- 
Orleans. 

“In some respects the United States 1s 
now doing all the trade that can be ex- 
pected with the Baltic countries, Examples 
of this are packing products and grain, In 
other branches the United States is far be- 
hind. South America does more business 
in sole leather with the Baltic ports than 
your country, though the South American 
leather is considered inferior to your oak- 
tanned ‘hides, 

“In manufactures, America is notably 
behindhand. You have only a smal frac- 
tion of the business you might have. In 
Denmark you would have an advantage 
in that you would not have to compete 
— locat industries, as you do in intro- 

ucing Americar manufactures into Eng- 
land and France, Denmark has almost ho 
manufactories. Another point in. favor of 
the United States is that American man- 
ufactures are considered best in Denmark. 
We are willing to pay more for them. 

It is a strange thing that some of 
your American manufacturers try to work 
the Baltic trade through Liverpool or Am- 
Sterdam. I was‘talking with a large man- 
ufacturer in St. Louis, and he told me that 
he did business with Copenhagen through 
his agent in Amsterdam, who had a branch 
at Copenhagen. He might just as well 
try to do business with Copenhagen by 
having an agent at Cape own, except 
that his cable bills would be higher in that 
case. 

“T have had American manufacturers 
ask me how they could compete for the 
Baltic trade, witn German, English, and 
Belgian manufacturers, who are so much 
nearer. They compete with the people in 
their own countries, don’t they? In Den- 
mark they would have an advantage. 

“This Baltic trade would give American 
products access to 30,000,000 people, and 
people who pay cash, too—a marked con- 
trast in that respect with your South 
American treade.”’ 

Mr. Solgaard had intended to stay in this 
city about a month, but hastened his de- 
parture in order to go with Mr. Currie and 
Mr. Campbell. 

“The rule hoids good,” he said, “that no 
matter how good an account I might be 
able to give of the prospects which the 
Baltic trade holds out to the United States, 
I could never give so correct a statement 
as one wh» could look at things from the 
standpoint of the American manufacturer 
himself.’”’ 

Mr. Solgaard expects to return to this 
country next Fall, on a mission similar 
to that involved i1 his present trip.

Turner, the Other Suspected Burden 
Robber, Denies the Charge. 


William Robert Dunlop and William Tur- 
ner, accused of having stolen the Burden 
diamonds, were arraigned before Judge 
Cowing in Part I., General Sessions, yester- 
day. The men, who were formerly em- 
ployed in the household of I. Townsend 
Burden, reached here Thursday from Eng- 
land. 

They spent Thursday night at Police Head- 
quarters, and were taken to the District 
Attorney’s office yesterday morning. A 
iong consultation was held there, and the 
men were then taken to the court. 

Col. Fellows and Capt. O’Brien were in 
the courtroom when Dunlop, the first of the 
prisoners, was called upon to plead to the 
charge of grand larceny. He at once plead- 


ed guilty. Mr. Felgws asked that Dunlop 
be remanded indefinitely for sentence. 

Turner pleaded not guilty. He was 
asked if’ he had counsel, and said that 
means had been sent to the British Am- 
bassador to employ counsel for him.

The prisoners were then taken back to 
the Tombs.

All the scientists who will par- 
ticipate in the Governmental investigations 
are now aboard the Mexican warship Zara. 
gosa, and it is to them that the expedition 
is intrusted. 

The Zaragosa is connected with the Mex- 
ican Hydrographic Bureau The Govern- 
ment heretofore has been utilizing the re- 
ports of foreign bureaus, and this will be 
the first attempt to secure information by 


native investigation. With this object in 
view the Zaragosa will set sail from this 
port and proceed directly to Honolulu. Com- 
plete records will be taken of all hydro- 
graphic conditions’ at the various places 
touched. 

From Honolulu, the ship will stop at the 
following places tin order: Japan, Philip- 
pine Islands, Sumatra, Calcutta, Bombay, 
Red Sea, Suez Canal, Egypt, and the im- 
portant ports of Southern Europe and Eng- 
land. Then the return to Vera Cruz will 
be made.

The suggestion to put the public bath in 
the new park was regarded as a very: 
happy one by the members of the Board 
of Street Opening and Improvement. It’ 
was made by Col. S. V. R. Cruger, Presi< 
dent of the Park Board. 

There has been a decided opposition to 
the project of putting the new bath in 
Tompkins Square, as recommended by the 
Mayor’s special committee, and Col. Cru- 
ger’s suggestion seems to satisfy every 
body, and it was readily adopted by the 
board, 

The bath building will cost $150,000, and 
will be one of the finest in the country. 
The estimated cost of the site for the new 
park is $1,300,000. 

Controller Fitch approved of the site, 
with the understanding that the bath was

The three blocks that are to be taken 
were referred to in the report of the Tene- 
ment House.Commission as.pr the 
most thickly populated spots in the world.

These resolutions have 
been sent to all the plumbers’ unions 
throughout the country for ratification. 
The resolutions ask the unions not to allow 
any of their members to ride bicycles dur- 
ing working hours, because a man doing 
jobwork and riding a wheel can do as much 
as three ordinary plumbers.

If the real weapon 
had been carried away by the murderer, it 
would be a strong point for Will Morrison. 

“ The bit of iron,’’ continued Preble, ‘‘ had 
been painted black. In spite of that fact 
it had oxidized considerably, showing that 
it had been long exposed to the action of 
the air. I was inclined to think also from 
a microscopic and chemical investigation of 
its structure, that it had beén exposed to 
the weather. It was not the sort of iron 
that is used in any implement with which 
I am familiar. I thought it was a flake 
from some ornamental ironwork, and the 
idea of a fence suggested itgelf to me.

‘Upon measuring the projection, and 
comparing the results with measurements 
previously taken of the wound in Douglass 
Morrison’s temple, I found an accurate 
correspondence. 

*“*On the ground beside the fence at this 
point I found a confusion of footprints. 
There were three different kinds of prints.

other two closely resembled each other, the 
only difference being that the right foot in 
one case showed a loss of a part of the 
heel—one ‘lift’ as a shoemaker would say.

Doubt- 
less his assaflant thought him dead, and, so 
believing, fled from the spot. Immediately 
afterward-Mr. Morrison regained conscious- 
ness, and he had sufficient strength to 
reach his home.”’ 

‘**TIs it not true,’’ asked the Coroner, “ that 
Morrison was found he had* no 
overcoat nor hat?” 

“His hat was on a chair,” said Preble. 
*“ As to the overcoat it was one of his many 
eccentricities that he never wore one.”

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS,

NEW-YORK A, (€.’S NEW HOME. 


Plans of Thetr Handsome Building to 
be Built Fronting Central Park, 


Plans have been submitted to the Department of 
Buildings by -Architect William A. Cable of 68 
Broad Street for the erection of a seven-story 
‘brick end iron clubhouse for the New-York 
Athletic Club, at the southeast corner of Sixth 
Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street. The first story 
will be finished in stone and the balance in 


terra cotta. The cost of construction has been 
estimated at $490,500. 

The new clubhouse will have a frontage of 
100.5 feet on Fifty-ninth Street, 120 feet on 
Sixth Avenue, and will have an L of 20 feet 
extending to Fifty-eighth Street. When com- 
pleted it will be one of the finest, if not the 
best clubhouse in this country. A fine view of 
Central Park, which it will face, can be had 
from the north side of the building. 

The pilot upon which the new house is to be butlt 
has been vacant for a number of years. In fact 
it has been an open lot ever since the Isle of 
Manhattan was discovered, with the exception of 
several small frame structures bordering its 
edges. The idleness of Sie property was largely 
due to the fact that several small streams course 
through the property. 

At one time the purchase of the old Manhattan 
Athletic Clubhouse, at Forty-fifth Street and 
Madison Avenue was contemplated by the New- 
York Athletic Club managers, but the scheme 
fell through, the price asked being too high and 
the capacity too small in the opinion of the 
managers. 

The work on the foundation of the new club- 
house has been going on for some time, and is 
now almost completed. The three streams, each 
less than a-foet wide, which pass through the 
property, will be allowed to pursue their natural 
course. --No-attempt will be made to stop them, 
except to build drains: The streams are en the 
west, east, and south sides of the property. 
Piles have been sunk to the rock in these 
streams and Mr. Cable said that they would prove 
beneficial, and was glad that they are there, for 
it will serve to preserve the piling.
